‘Tsingtao Demonstrations 


‘The danger of these Japancse-inspired anti- 
British campaigns which have been going on 
all over north China is evidenced by the reports 
pearing In another column concerning "the 
{third of such demonstrations which took place in 
Tsingiao on Monday. From ordinary displays 
{in the nature of peaceful processions, and the 
esting of inflamatory placards on various 
Buildings throughout the holiday ‘resort, the 
mob has now indulged in violence against the 
British Consulate-General, and two British 
banks. During thelr march the demonstrators 
distributed ‘thousands of anti-British handbills, 
Jand though there were police and guards on. 
tthe spot, Ro attempt was made to stop their 
‘behaviour, until, according to Domel, the naval 
landing party ‘dispersed them. ‘The Japanese 
{intention Is reported to ke to control the anti- 
British movement though not to suppress it, and, 
apparently eo long as the very much misled 
Chinese refrain from offering. vio ‘the 
Japanese authorities will take no action. But 
‘knowledge of mob psychology in China confirms 
‘tho impression that this will not minimize the 
dangers which are likely to arise from such 
‘campaigns, and the demonstrations which are 
{thelr outward visible signs. Zt will not be sur- 
prising if some residents in Shanghal refuse to 
‘€xpose their families to the perils which such 
[movements inevitably ereate. From a business. 
Point of view the whole affair is stupid, for it 
may very well have the effect of depriving 
‘Tsingtao of much of that holiday ineome upon 
‘which so many of its permanent residents have 
fo live during the rest of the year. From a 
political point of view it Is still worse, for the 
Japanese should not be surprised if one day 
they find this same campaign levelled against 
themselves. ‘That has happened in the past and 
[cannot be excluded as a possibility now, or in. 
{the future. Of course they could suppress such 
with force, but the responsibility must un- 
Jdoubtedly ‘tle with those who for thelr own 
urposes are fostering mob rule and disorder, 
when thelr paramount duty is to maintain 
peace, 











Permits for Tsingtao 


It there really are many people who wish to 
Ro to Tsingtao, despite the antl-British disor- 
ders ‘which have been ‘reported during the last 
few days, it would be as well for them 10 
remember’ that they are required to be in 
possession of landing permits, issued in Shang- 
hat by the Japanese Consular authorities. On 
the afrifal at Tientsin of a British vessel on 
[June 28 three passengers, two British and one 
[French were found to be without such landiba 
permits. Other passengers had secured them 
fof their own volition but at the time no notice 
hhad been given that such were necessary. ‘The 
three passengers were interrogated by repre- 
sentatives of the Naval Mission and afler about 
four hours delay, upon giving euaraniees of 
‘€00d conduct they were released. It was not 
‘quite as easy as that for the passengers, for it 
IS reported that at one time the Naval fission 
wished to return them to the ship in which they 


had arrived, but as she had already 
departed that was. impossible, ‘though 
Subsequently it was ‘thought that they 


‘might be placed on board another vessel bound 
for Shanghai, Fortunately for the visitors the 
‘Japanece authorities eventually changed their 











‘minds. Since the incident the Jopanese author!- 
es have made it quite plain, verbally, that 
all foreign and Chinese ‘passengers going 10, 
‘Tsingtao must be in possession of landing permits 
to be obtained as follows:—

China’s Communications 

Mr. Chang Kla-ngau, the Chinese Minister of 
‘Communications, was very frank in his admise 
sion that China's lines of communications are 
ina deplorable state although every effort Is 
Being. made to Improve them, Owing to. the 
emphasis on war supplies and armaments, it 
hhas not been found possible to devote adequate 
‘attention or provide the machinery for im- 
proving the roads or building new Fonds on a 
Yarue seale, and the Japanese blockade of the 
few. remaining open ports has made the 
fask of Chungking difficult, Although on 
attempt has been ‘made to minimize the m= 
portance of Swatow and Amoy' as ports of 
Chinese supplies, there is no doubt that. the 
closure of there ‘two gateways to South China 
is making the pinch harder. ‘The completion of 
‘the Yunnan-Burma_ highway was-a signal. for 
considerable satisfaction and much injudiclous 
‘optimism for even ot ils best the highway cane 
hot "make ood the’ deficiencies in. transport 
rented by. the disappearance of other routes. 
While it continues fo function—and tho rainy 
season fo come is still the supreme tost—it 
wilt Keep ‘open China's back door to an extent 
which will ensure China's Independence, but 
‘hot in the degree which earlier: hopes encour= 
ged.” Indo-China Is still an important route, 
{raMic facilities having been trebled, while the 
North-west road to Soviet Russia provides. an= 
other outlet. “The Chungking Government ix

Japanese Position Said to Be Disadvantageous ; 
Guerillas Active on Many Fronts 


Paris, July 12. 


HE position of Japanese forces in China has become so difficult 
that the Chinese are able to launch large scale offensives, 
based on guerillas when the favourable moment arrives, authori- 


tative Chinese sources said today. 





Japanese troops are desperately hanging on to the fringes 
of China's fortified cities and ports and not venturing far beyond 
the suburbs of the captured cities, they said. Railroads, for the 


larger part, have been rendered

Following the evacuation of Chinese 
civilians from various garrison towns, 
Chinese forces have’ attacked the 
Tapanese, they added. 

"the Chinese,” they claimed, “have 
‘adopted new’ attacking tactics 
through synchronized and. ¢o-ordin- 
ated. ‘counter-attacks, 

“The Japanese, being still superior 
{in armaments and interior in numbers, 
have ‘committed a serious. strategic 
error in lengthening thelr front lines

“are permitting the Chinese to re~ 
take the initiative in the operations,” 
they sald. 

‘Superior numbers of Chin« 
were allowing the Chinese 
Fepeated counter-attacks on several 
points simultaneously,” they claimed.

Hundreds of workmen are working 
night and day, blasting rocks and 
digging tunnels into surrounding hills 
to serve as shelters during alr-ralds. 

Guarding against a possibility of 
fan interruption of the power supply 
owing to Japanese bombings which 
might put’ the alarm sirens out of 
order, huge temple bells are being 
placed at principal street corners to 
Feplace the sirens if necessary—

Whatever doubts there might have 
been in Chinese circles regarding the 
disloyalty of Mr. Wang. Ching-wel, 
deposed Deputy Executive of the

“Federated Government” with Mr. 
‘Wang Keh-min, head to the "Provi 
sional Government at Pelping,” a 
Mr. Liang Hung-chih, chalrman of the 
“Reformed Government at Nanking.” 
‘Should this belief prove false, they 
continue, Mr. Wang Ching-wel's poll- 
tical future would. not’ be entirely 
Jdoomed, but” would depend upon 
Htuture developments, 

On the other hand, it is generally 
believed in Chinese circles here that 
rr. Wang Ching-wel openly fo 
Japan and accepted the post of head 
ofthe “Federated Government,” he 
would be signing his political ‘swan

CLEAR STATEMENT 


July 12. 
It is claimed by the German Press, and 
quite properly so, that the latest pronounce- 
ment by Mr. Neville Chamberlain on the 
subject of Danzig does not alter the situation. 
It was never expected it ‘would, for no one 
fora moment thought that the Prime Minis~ 
ter would do anything more than make it 
perfectly plain that Great Britain would 
stand firmly behind her commitments in 
Poland, and emphasize to the world at large 
that the British Government was determined 
to honour its obligations. The deciaration is 
in fact a clear answer to the two schools of 
Gorman thought which still believe either 
that Great Britain will still avold a war at 
all costs, or that it may be possible by some 
surreptitious means to bring about a state 
of affairs in Danzig which would relieve 
Germany of all the odious responsibility 
which aggression must entail, while at the 
same time securing the incorporation of the 
city info the Reich. Mr. Chamberlain has 
made the British attitude quite clear. “Recent 
events," he said “gave rise to fears that it 
is intended to settle its (Danzig's) future 
status by unilateral action organized by sur~ 
roptitious methods. In the sequence of events: 
should be in fact. such as contemplated on 
this hypothesis, Honourable “Members. wil! 
realize that the issue could not be considered 
Durely a local matter, but will at once raise 
raver issues affecting Poland's national ex- 
istence and independence. We guaranteed 
to give assistance to Poland in case of a clear 
threat to her independence, and we are firm- 
ly resolved to carry out this undertaking.” 
‘The British attitude could not be more clear 
ly set forth. It does not matter what means 
of aggression are sought to incorporate Dan- 
zig in the Reich ; so long as Poland decides 
that her independence is threatened and 
chooses to fight, Great Britain is in honour

‘bound to go to her assistance. If there were 
‘any reality to the contention that the ob- 
scurity of British intentions prior to the 
Great War was an important contributing 
factor in causing that catastrophe,—and of 
that there must always be considerable 
doubt,—it eannot now be said that the same 
conditions prevail. 

“Mr. Chamberlain has gone rather further 
‘than merely announcing what Great Britain 
would do in the event of certain develop- 
ments ; he still points the way to a settlement 
of the issue by negotiation. He contends that 
the present settlement is’ neither basically 
unjust nor illogical, though it may be cap- 
‘able of improvement, and that it might be 
‘that in a clearer atmosphere possible im- 
provements might be discussed. At no time 
since the various ‘European crises have arisen 
has the British Government ever desired that 
they should not be settled by negotiation. 
‘Such settlements cannot and will not be 
reached merely by abject surrender to totali- 
tarian demands under the menace of the 
‘gun, but there is the possibility that peaceful 
negotiation in a edim atmosphere might lead 
to adjustments calewlated to amend condi- 
tions in a scheme designed to do the 
maximum justice to all concerned. Such a 
scheme would not deny Poland access to the 
sea elther through Danzig or along the Polish 
corridor to Gdynia, and while it may be pos- 
sible to remove alleged injustices of which 
Germans in those areas complain,—with 
what degree of justice it is by no ‘means 
clear,—there can be no gainsaying the fact 
that the guarantors of Poland do not envisage 
any arrangements which would entirely 
shut her out from the sea, or at the 
most afford her channels under the control 
‘of another Power whose respect for treaties 
and international understanding is not wholly 
to be relied upon, At the most then, all 
that can be contemplated is the removal of 
causes of friction within the City and en- 
virons of Danzig, which in view of German 
predominance are more fancied than real. In 
this connection it must be remembered that 
much of the German case with regard to 
Danaig is, because of what has happened 
elsewhere, under considerable suspicion, a 
suspicion ‘which must inevitably increase so 
Jong as there are no attempts made to bring 
about that calmer atmosphere without which 
It is impossible to reach a just settlement, 

‘Mr, Chamberlain's contention that Britain's 
guarantee to Poland had not determined the 

Intter’s attitude towards the German claims 
is sharply contested by the German 
which claims that Poland knew of Whitehall's 
intention to guarantee her, even before 
March 31 when the pledge was finally and 
formally made. It Is not quite so easy to 
dispose of the ‘matter as all that, especially 
in view of French commitments to Poland. 
It was always possible that France might 
hhave felt herself obliged to go to the assist 
ance of Poland, and equally as likely that 
had France become involved on the European 

even before March 31, Britain 
might have felt herself obliged to go to her 
aid. Viewed in that light the pledge given 
‘on March 31 merely regularized possibilities 
which were always to be recognized, and 
demonstrated a-community of purpose in a 
manner which had not up to then been s0 
clearly defined. In place of a somewhat 
roundabout process through which aid might 
have been extendéd to Poland, which already 
existed, the direct offer of guarantee was re- 
sorted to, again tending to remove any trace 
‘of ambiguity which might otherwise have 
existed. Poland may very well have realized 
that in the ultimate resort she might have 
found Great Britain fighting on her side, and 
to that extent her attitude towards German 
claims may have been influenced, but there 
was always the Polish determination to resist 
aggression and the knowledge that she might 
not find herself wholly without friends. If 
the guarantee did anything at all it could 
only have reafirmed decisions which Poland 
had already reached, and to seck to import 
some Macchiavellian importance into the 
British pledge is only another means of seek- 
ing to brand Britain as the villian of the 
European piece. Such an attempt does not 
square with the facts, for it is not the do- 
mocracies who have been engaged in filching 
states and territories, but those who com- 
plain most bitterly of the clearly defined 
intention of the democracies to put a stop to 
any further such proceedings. Consequently 
‘Mr. Chamberlain may not have contributed 
‘much to the situation in German eyes, though 
in the opinion of much of the rest of the 
world he has undoubtedly clarified it. 

















A SECOND REVERSE 
July 13, 

‘To the reverse sustained by President 
Roosevelt, when the Administration's Neu- 
trality Bill was amended by the House of 
Representatives, has now to be added the 
further defeat ‘in the Senate Foreign Rela~ 
tions Committee which has decided by 12 
votes to 11 to postpone until next, session 
consideration of the Administration's sub- 
stitute for the Neutrality Bill. The sub- 
stitute would, if adopted, secure the repeal 
‘of the embargo on the export of arms to 
‘elligerents, and replace it with a provision 
permitting ‘the sale of arms on the “cash 





‘and carry” basis which, while being per- 
fectly neutral, would in its application have 
favoured the’ democracies in the event of 
‘war. ‘The action of the Foreign Relations 








‘Committee need not necessarily be final, for! 
the issue can still be transferred to the 
floor of the Senate by the adoption by that 
body of a motion to discharge the Committee 
from consideration of neutrality legislation. 
That would in fact bring - the whole issue 
before the Senate, and it is believed that 
the Administration’ commands sufficient votes 
not only to pass such a motion but also to 
enact such legislation as it is desirous of 
seeing passed. How far the Foreign Rela- 
tions Commitice were dominated by really 
serious considerations of policy, and how 
far its action was motivated by 'a desire to 
thwart the Administration docs not appear 
clearly in the telegrams to hand, but it is 
significant to note that two of the Democrats. 
who apparently were in the saddle, voted 
against the Administration, and as they 
happened to be two men whom President 
Roosevelt opposed in the last elections, be- 
cause of their eriticism of his domestic 
policy, there is the chance that they seized 
upon ‘this opportunity of retaliating in the 
most effective manner possible. ‘There were 
it is true three other Democrats who voted 
against the Administration, and it is ap- 
parent that if the voting had gone on purely 
party ines the result would have been vastly 
different from what it is, and the fact that 
President Roosevelt has ‘not complete con- 
trol of his party is one of the weaknesses 
of what would otherwise be a very strong 
Position. 

‘The statement made by Mr. Cordell Hull, 
Sceretary of State, shortly after the Com- 
mittee's vote had been taken, to the effect 
that in the interests of peace and security 
the Administration would continue to urge 
the adoption of its neutrality programme, 
suggests that steps may be taken to foree 
the neutrality legislation out of the Foreign 
Relations Committee on to the floor of the 
Senate, where, despite flibustering, the 
opposition would not be able to command 
more that 35 to 40 votes, in which event the 
Government would be ‘assured of victory. 
‘There is something to be suid for the com- 
ment in the “Washington Post” that the 
minority in the Senate, holding a temporary 
‘advantage in the committee, should shut off 
discussion on neutrality is @ negation of the 
American form of Government, for obvious~ 
ly the rights of the majority are being over 
Fidden, and President Roosevelt may still 
find it desirable to trust his legislation to. 
the full Senate rather than to a committee 
which is manifestly hostile to his proposals. 
‘That is, however, easier said than done. That 
it can be done is clear, but it is to be 
doubted whether the use of the big stick by 
the Administration at such a juncture as 
this would not create even more hostility 
than at the moment exists, It would indeed 
be a drastic step to take, and if President 
Roosevelt decides on a policy of suaviter in 
‘modo in lieu of the more determined line, 
it will not in view of all the facts be at ali 
surprising. From every point of view it is 
desirable that the neutrality question shall 
bbe settled once and for all, more especially 
‘as the present uncertainty must have a very 
profound effect upon the foreign policy of 
the Administration, and consequently con= 
tribute to the present insecurity in Europe. 
‘The suggestion that in the event of war the 
source of supply which the United States 
represents to the democracies for war 
material and the like could be completely 
shut off may not weaken the position of the 
latter very seriously, though it is certainly 
not strengthened. 

It has to be admitted that if the Neutrality 
Bill as it passed the House of Representa~ 
tives eventually became law it would be 
‘a severe blow to the democratic cause in the 
world. The United States standing so com- 
pletely aloof in the event of an ideological 
war such as is at the moment feared, would 
be most unfortunate. Not that it is desired 
that they should actively intervene in such 
a struggle, but this legislative washing of 
hands would amount to a negation of all 
that the United States stand for. Yet, 
though it would be a severe blow, it would 
not be an irreparable one. ‘The European 
democracies would be thrown more upon 
their own resources, and though these have 
not yet been fully developed to their peak, 
the room for expansion is such as to give 
every justification for believing that they 
would even without this assistance, for 
which they would have to pay, be able to 
carry on rather more better than would 
their opponents. It is, therefore in the 
psychological aspect of ‘the matter that there 
is most danger, and in this respect the 
reverse which the President has sustained 
represents a distinct encouragement of those 
Who see in war the possibility of the Sulfil- 
ment of their policies. There is reason to 
believe that in the face of actual warfare 
the attitude of Congress would be greatly 
different from what it appears to be at the 
present moment, and there is comfort to be 
found in the fact that in whatever has been 
done up to the present there is no quality 
of finality. It is not to be believed that in 
the ultimate resort the United States would 
Femain careless of the fate of the European 
democracies and the possible overwhelming 
of ideals which are strongly adhered to by 
the citizens of the United States, and if the 
resent Incidents in Congress" are taken 
more as a rebellion against the Administra- 
tion than a demonstration of a considered 
foreign policy, it is more than likely that

TO OUR FRIENDS

‘One hundred and fifty years ayo today, 





after it had raised its threatening head over 
Paris for two decades more than four con- 
turies, the Bastifle was attacked by a Paris, 
mob.’ The day of glory had arrived, and the 
grey, sinister threat which had ‘cast its 
shadows over the lives of Parisians just as 
truly as it had over the streets and “houses 
of the French capital was razed to the ground 
that all might see the great sin of freedom 
fof which men had dreamt for centuries past, 
ut which had scemed so much obscured by 
the presence of the Bastille and all that it 
stood for. A nation was reborn overnight, the 
tyranny of old had been swept away, and 
while France had yet to wade through 
streams of blood until she did in fact smd 
herself, Quatorze Juillet was the sign of a 
new resurgence, the dawn of a new day, the 
promise of a fuller life for the citizens of 
Franze, It was the violent commencement 
of a violent revolution, inevitable because of 
the smouldering hatred of a past system which 
fon this day a century and a half ago burst 
into flame which raced across the country 
bringing to Frenchmen 1 new hope and prom~ 
ise of wider horizons. It was more ; it was 
the sign of the spiritual regeneration of a 
people and an emphatic enunciation of the 
Fights of man to liberty, fraternity and 
‘equality. This it is necessary should be 
remembered, for it was just those rights for 
which France was then’ fighting which had 
been acquired in the British Isles by that 
slow, comparatively bloodless struggle which 
hhad gone on down the centuries, What Eni 
Jand “had secured by a long, grim, hard 
struggle, France was to secure in a shorter 
space of time with a corresponding acuteness 
of suffering. How many seeing the assault 
fon the Bastille thought then that this was 
the forerunner of a new order of things in 
France? Who could possibly have believed 
that it was anything more than any other riot 
in Paris? Tt might have been nothing more, 
for if the garrison in the Bastille had been 
able to hold out and defeat the mob, the 
subsequent pages of Fronch history might 
have read very differently. 

‘The task of building up the Frenci demo- 
‘racy was by no means an easy one, It was 
carried out at a very bitter cost but the objec 
tive was reached, and today, wherever there 
are Frenchmen, there is that pride of achieve 
ment the yearly reminder of which binds 
them closer and closer to the ideals for whieh 
thelr forefathers fought, They are ideals for 
which British struggled, and it is because of 
that fact that British interest in this festival 
day is somewhat more intimate than is the 
ease with certain other national days, ‘Phat 
Interest js all the greater because of prevail 
ing conditions and the manifest threat to-the 
democracies which has raised its ugly head 
and which may have to be sternly resisted. 
Consequently the inclusion of British ner 
planes in the French demonstration over 
Paris, is to be taken not only as a signifieant 
Kesture for those who are capable of 














bonds of friendship forged when the 
Cordiale was arrived at, and welded in the 
ferrifie heat and suffering on many a battle~ 
field, where French and British Inia down 
theit lives in defence of their countries and 
the principles which are thelr very heart's 
blood. ‘This Anglo-French bond is no small 
thing. Let it be admitted that mutual in- 
{erests have brought the two nations together ; 
let it be said,—if any dare say sv,—that the 
‘most sordid considerations have united them. 
and even then it cannot be gainsaid that in 
the supreme oblation of wav a finer quality 
has been created in which common interests 
sink into the background behind that very 
real friendship which has been purified by 
suffering and sanctified by sacrifice. ‘There 
fs nowhere in the world another such alliance 
‘conceived and carried out with such nobility 
‘of purpose—the defence of democracy and 
‘all that it'means to mankind, It contem- 
plates no aggression ; it will not be put in 
operation for the aggrandisoment of either 
of the partics to it, but stands as a steady 
bulwark against “the envy of less happier 
lands." ‘The fears which were expressed 
this time last year have not passed away ;

which have been inflicted upon French people 
in the northern port, Instead there has been 
a quict ranking of the French alongside the 
British, which has been and is a positive in~ 
spiration, and a joy to contemplate, and it is 
initself no small earnest of the bonds which 
link the two nationalities and a demonstration 
of the community of purpose from which no- 
thing but that which is heartening can pos- 
sibly be derived. In Shanghai it has been 
shown that the French have been ready to 
shoulder the common burdens which the pre- 
sent stale of affairs imposes upon the foreign 
communities, ‘There has been the completest 
understanding and sympathetic co-operation, 
and if it were possible-—which is to be 
doubted,—the French and British in the Far 
East have been brought closer together than 
ever before in their history in this part of 
the world. Quatorze Juillet is undoubtedly 
French holiday, but Britons will be forgiven 
ie they claim a greater interest in it than 
in past times, for they can rejoice that their 
friends rejoice, and be glad in the friendship 
which is theirs, It is for these reasons that 
the heartlest congratulations are extended 
to the French on this their national day to- 
gether with the hope that for many years to 
‘come it will be celebrated with all the glory 
which rightly belongs to it. 





TODAY’S TALKS 
July 15. 

Interest in the Far East and in London 
will undoubtedly centre today upon the 
Anglo-Japanese negotiations on the subject 
of the ‘Tientsin blockade which are expected 
to open this morning, At least it is to be 
hoped that the negotiations will solely con- 
cern that particular matter, though there are 
indications that the Japanese Government 
contemplates extending the conferences to a 
discussion of the British policy regarding the 
Chiang Kai-shek régime, and to make the 
settlement of that issue in the Japancse 
favour a preliminary essential for the con- 
duct of further negotiations concerning Tien= 
tsin, ‘That view 1s supported by the news 
trom Tokyo reporting that the- Japanese 
Cabinet held. a meeting on Thursday at 
which the Japanese policy was decided upon, 
hereafter its decision was communicated to 
the Emperor, the significance of this being 
to give it a degree of finality, which it might 
not otherwise have. It is reported that the 
Cabinet has decided upon the following 
points :—(1) ‘That Great Britain be requested 
‘to break with her “pro-Chiang Kai-shek and 
anti-Japanese policies, which are responsible 
for the current ‘Tientsin issue,” and (2) That 
Great Britain show her sincerity ‘by co: 
operating with Japan in political and econo- 
mic fields as well as in the maintenance of 
pence in the British Concession at ‘Tientsin. 
‘These demands are to some extent reinforced 
by the whipping up of hysterical mass de- 
monstrations clearly arranged for the pur- 
‘pose of indicating to Britain how deftnitely 
the Jupanese populace supports the demands 
of thelr government, and the placarding of 
‘Tokyo with anti-Brilish posters. All this is 
mere stage-setting, as is much of the com- 
ment appearing in the Japanese Press, for 
the purpose of creating an atmosphere in 
which nothing short of the surrender of 
Great Britain is to be demanded, ‘There will 
doubtedly be given definite proot to the 
Japanese that there is a very wide gap be- 
twoen the desire and its’ fulfilment, and “if 
the Japanese fancy that the British attitude 
will be one of abject ‘compliance they are 
likely to receive a very complete surprise, 


It the decision of the Cabinet is as it is 
reported, and there is unfortunately little 
reason .to believe that its views have been 
misrepresented, its intention 1s obviously not 
to discuss the ‘Tientsin affair with a view to 
its adjustment, but to make this point sub- 
ordinate to the major issue of Britain's 
attitude towards the Chinese Government. 
‘What are the facts? ‘They are quite simple, 
and can be most briefly set forth. Japan, a 
signatory of the Nine Power Pact, which 
provided that the Powers concerned should 
assist China to work out her own salvation, 
has broken that Pact, has committed dets in 
China which are ditectly contrary to the 
spirit of that agreement, and indeed serve to 
thwart it, and is now preparing to demand 
that Britain shall not only cease to give that 
support as a neutral to China which she is 
not only entitled to give but morally bound. 
but shall by co-operation with Japan in 
political and economic fields become an 
necossory after the fact of Japan's breach of 
‘Treaty. Let there be no mistake about it. 
Whatever Britain has done with regard to 
China during the past two years, she has 
been perfectly entitled to do, and that has 
no more entailed a breach of neutrality than 
the supply of munitions of war by the 
United States to China and Japan, or the 
similar action which Germany has taken 























ments to Japan, 
be taken a step further, If Great Britain 
were to accede to the Japanese demands 2s 
they are .sct out ubove, she would in fact 
be departing from the neutrality which she 
has preserved. and would indeed become 
Japan's accomplice. In the circumstances it 
cannot be wondered at that more than a 
little pessimism is being shown in London, as 


Indeed the argument can 








well as elsewhere concerning the prospects 
of a satisfactory result emerging from these 
negotiations. ‘That pessimism arises from 
the fact that the Japanese appear to have the 
idea that-they have but to make demands 
for Great Britain to acquiesce, but in that 
they are hopelessly mistaken. Great Britain 
does not enter these negotiations without any 
talking points on her side, and to believe 
anything to the contrary is to betray a 
‘complete ignorance of Great Britain’s deter- 
mination and the resources she has at her 
Aisposal. 


‘Tho Japanese position is not difficult to 
understand. After two very unproductive 
‘and costly years of adventure in China there 
is very little to show for it. China has not 
been beaten to her knees, and seems to be’ 
avery long way from It. With admitted 
prospects of years more fighting before the 
“China Incident” is brought to a conclusion 
those who committed the Japanese to so 
reckless an experiment must have something. 
to show, and a diplomatic victory over Great 
Britain would be better than nothing, even 
though it would not end hostilities. The 
measure of the desperation of the Japanese 
is to be found in the degree of their vehe- 
mence, and if behind this facade of clemour 
there is some anxiety lest the negotiations 
come to naught by the refusal of the British 
Government to accept the Japanese terms, 
it is not to be wondered at. The danger of 
these negotiations lies in the fact that, if 
they are so broken off, the second state will 
be infinitely worse than the first, and the 
further deterioration of what is already a 
very bad position is the only thing which 
could then be expected. That would seem 
to be inevitable if the | Japanese approach 
these negotiations in the frame of mind which 
the cables from Tokyo suggest to be the case, 
and it will be only by the exercise of the 
greatest patience and restraint that it will 
bbe possible to take the conferences very far. 
‘That, however, is a restraint which is to be 
required from the Japanese every bit os 
much as the British, and on the part of the 
former it will have to be found in the 
‘moderation of the demands which they put 
forward. If they turn out to be such as have 
been indicated the unavoldable impression 
will be that the Japanese never intended 
that these conversations should succeed. 
The other Third Party Powers who must 
ultimately be concerned with the results of 
these talks will undoubtedly watch them 
with the utmost concern, for the issue which 
is being forced on Great Britain closely 
affects them; it involves not the fate 
of British interests in China alone, but of 
all other foreign Powers, even those who at 
the moment profess to support the Japanese.

If there Is anyone congratulating himself 
that, because no rain fell officially on Satur- 
day, Shanghai is in for a spel! of fine wea- 
thet he is most likely living in a foo! 
paradise, for St. -Swithin has no jurisdiction 
in this part of ‘the world, and, even if he 
claimed it, it would be blown away by the 
rude breath of the typhoon. The: revered 
saint seems to have vented his displeasure 
in so uncertain manner and over far too 
wide an area, however, to let the fact of his, 
curse go unnoticed, for before he died he 
asked that his body should be buried in “a 
vile and unworthy place,” which turned out 
to be the churchyard of the minster at Win- 
chester, “where the sweet rain of heaven 
might fall upon his grave." ‘Tradition has 
it that upon his canonization the monks 
sought on July 15, 971, to translate his re~ 
mains into the choir, and that when this 
was attempted the saint was ‘so enraged 
that day afler day for forty days rain fell, 
‘and the monks thus brought to a realization 
of his displeasure wisely abandoned their 
project. It would naturally be thought that the 
saint would have been completely satisfied 
by this, but that does not appear to be the 
ease, and if it happens to rain on the an~ 
niversary of his contemplated translation 
the old curse is said to operate, but not in 
the Far East. ‘Thus, though no ‘rain fell on 
Saturday, there is absolutely no saintly 
guarantee that for the next forty days 
Shanghai will endure fair weather, for what- 
ever influence Swithin might have had in 
these regions it is completely offset by the fact 
that his anniversary falls practically midway 
between the days of the small and the great 
heat. So there may be rain and on the 
other hand there may not, with the sure and 
certain knowledge that it is going to be hot 
either way. In such a case it may as well 
to seck what refreshment there may be 
found in contemplation of summer in other 
climes, for Shanghai may yet find it like 
Sydney Smith did — 

“Heat ma‘am! It was so dreadful here, 
that T found there was nothing left for it 
bbut to take off my flesh and sit In my bones” 
‘Thomson who wrote long and lovingly 

about the seasons of the year probably best 
‘approximates a good description of a Shang- 
hai summer when it is really extending itself, 
in the following lings which many a sufferer 
might care to remember :— 
“AIL conquering heat, O, intermit thy wrath. 
‘And ‘on my throbbing temples, potent thus, 
Beam not so flerce! Incessant still you flow, 
And still another fervent flood succeeds, 














‘Poured on the head profuse. In vain I sigh, 
And restless turn, and look around for night! 
Night is far off; and hotter Hours approach.” 

Rossiter-Johnson ‘prescribes a remedy of 

sorts for this type of summer, though un- 

fortunately Shanghai residénts might find it 

‘more than a little difficult to find more than 

one of the treatments specified, and that the 

first -— 
“0 for a lodge int a garden of cucumbers! 
© for an iceberg or two at controll 
© for a vale that at midday the dew cumbers! 
© for a pleasure trip up to the pole!” 

It might be possible to find a garden of 
‘cucumbers ; there is always the refrigerator 
handy nowadays—blessings on the man who 
invented it!—but that vale bedewed at 
midday sounds just a trifle too humid to be 
much of an attraction in a city where the 
chief cause of suffering is not the heat, but 
the ...... But why continue? The trip to 
the pole has possibilities : they are, however, 
so remote, and Shanghai will consequently 
have to be content with its cucumbers and 
ice-boxes. The poets may, nevertheless, 
provide some respite by showing what sum- 

mer is like elsewhere. Consider for a 

moment the delight in which Evangeline 

moved :— 
Filled was the alr with a dreamy and 
magical light: and the landscape 
‘Lay as it new created in all the freshness 
‘of childhood. 

Sounds more like spring to some people, 

though if there are residents in Shanghai 

‘who come from summers such as that this 

memory may bring them relief—or envy. 
But then Longfellow does hit it off so hap- 

pily now and again. Just think of what the 

Japanese are depriving holiday-makers by 

the queer antics of thelr paid protegees in 

‘Tsingtao :— 

(© summer day beside the joyous seat 

(© summer day so wonderful and white 

So full of gladness and of pain! 

Forever and forever shalt thou be 

‘To some the gravestone of a dead delight, 

To some the landmark of a new domain. 

So full of gladness and of pain! Obviously, 

though in his days such practices as sun- 

bathing were not known, he seems to have 
realized that too much exposure to the sun 
was Ukely to bring pain in the shape of sun~ 
burn, All of which goes to show that the 

srage poet knows a thing or two. Looked 

‘at it from that point of view, it Is possible 

that the Japanese by making Tsingtao un- 

comfortable may actually be protecting some 
holiday-makers from themselves, yet so does 

@ good deed shine in a naughty world that 

they are actually being eriticized for it. But 

then, as the twirler of a pair of famous 
moustaches oceasionally remarks “You can't 
think of everything.” Thus for many re- 
sidents of Shanghai the only refuge from the 
heat and the dampness will be a motor trip 

‘out to Hungjao, and even then on the fiercest 

of days it will’ be a case of :— 

“Dust on thy mantle! dust, 

Bright Summer on thy livery of green! 

‘A tarnish as of rust 

Dims the late brilliant sheen.” 

Fortunately it will not be long before the 

“green apples blush and the green nuts 

‘embrown,” and if it is not possible to go 

where those delightful processes are annual- 

ly being carried out, it is at least pleasur- 

‘able to think of them, even if that strong~ 

minded bishop of Winchester cannot send the 

gentle rain to lay the horrid dust. 




















THE NEW ARMY 
July 18. 

Saturday saw the first batch of militiamen, 
called up under the Military Training Act, 
report for duty, and the turn over from a 
voluntary system in times of peace—or 
rather the absence of warfare, which is 
nearer the truth,—has passed into its first 
stage. ‘The calling up of the men of twenty 
years of age under the Act brought into evid- 
ence the striking changes which have been 
going on quietly in Britain since the end of 
the last war, Medical officers were astonished 
to be able to report that over eighty per 
cent. of the men inspected were fit, of the 
remainder only a very small proportion were 
definitely unfit for service, and only a very 
few described themselves as conscientious 
objectors,—somewhere over 3,000 out of a 
total of 220,000 called up. ‘Thus there has 
been striking proof afforded that the money 
which has been spent on social services dur- 
ing the last two decades has been thoroughly 
profitable in the way of the improved health 
and constitutions of the new generation, and 
the general result seems to be that whereas 
the C3 man was accepted twenty years ago 
‘as something quite usual, he is now in the 
nature of a curiosity. Supervision of school- 
childrens’ health has been mainly responsible 
for the striking improvement, though another 
important factor has undoubtedly been the 
changing of popular ideas on the subject of 
dietary and similar developments, ‘There 
was a fear only a comparatively few years 
‘ago that the loathing of war, the result of 
the bitter experiences during 1914-1918, 
might turn the youth of Great Britain into 
a generation of slackers, but that fear has 
been set at rest by the splendid response 
which has been made to the call to duty. It 








has given the lie direct to those who were 
continually urging that Britain was rapidly 
becoming decadent. She is not, and in the 


renewed vitality of her youth she is demon. 
strating a new strength. 


‘The institution of compulsory military 
training must inevitably produce new prob. 
Jems in the life of the nation. Many of them 
have already been foreseen and to 8 very 
extent already solved. Precautions have 
bbeen taken to see that those who have been 
called away from their employment to un- 
ergo training will not lose their positions 
by reason of their being six months away, 
and the penalties which have been decided 
upon are probably such as to deter any em= 
ployer unpatriotic enough to penalize the 
young militia man by refusing to permit him 
to return to his job. From another point of 
view there is a most interesting aspect of 
compulsory service which will undoubtedly 
be keenly watched. ‘The bringing. together 
in a common service of all classes of youth, 
fs not in its way unlike that very interest. 
ing annual camp started by H. M. the King, 
when Duke of York, when pubite school boys 
and lads from the working classes were 
brought together in the most democratic 
manner possible. It was found that even in 
this small experiment there was produced & 
greater understanding between the classes, 
and if that were true then, how much, truer 
should it prove when over 200,000 of the 
youths of Britain are brought together for 
‘six months in al the intimacy of barrack life? 
‘The eradication of class distinctions for such 
a period, the continuance of associations in 
the further period of service in the Ter 
ritorials should in the course of compara- 
tively few years bring about a better state 
fof understanding between the classes than 
hhas ever existed before. From point of view 
that is highly desirable, if only for the fact 
that it should serve to prevent the spread of 
the idea of class warfare which has been 
sedulously fostered by those who would bring 
about a change in the form of Government 
in Great Britain, ‘There is one other im- 
portant feature of this great change, In a 
very few years now the manhood of Great 
Britain will have gone through a period of 
disciplinary training which has hitherto been 
lacking. It will not remould: the characters 
‘of the men to any great degree but will serve 
to modify those ideas of personel freedom 
‘which so often receive criticism, 


‘The general system of: training provides 
that merit shall quickly be recognized, Those 
recruits showing special aptitude and charac- 
ter will receive that attention which should 
develop those characteristics, and provide tor 
the filling of the offlcer class in a manner 
est suited to the circumstances. ‘The pro- 
mising recruit will receive Itis chance in. ac- 
cordance with the tradition that there is no 
rank in the British army to which the eap~ 
able private should not be able to aspire. 
‘Much has been made of the new arrangements 
for the accommodation of these young men. 
It is right that this should be so, for the 
authorities are ‘wise in making it’ plain to 
them that they are not just so much cannon= 
fodder, but men called tipon to prepare them- 
selves for their most sacred duty to thelr 
country, namely that of defending it. It is 
possible that the old type of sergeant-major 
will snort with disgust when he learns of the 
manner in which these recruits are to be 
dealt with, but it is just possible that if the 
work of training these men were entrusted 
to his particular type the whole scheme 
might fail in its purpose. ‘There are all man= 
ner of problems to be solved which have not 
been encountered before, and the applica~ 
tion of the rule of thumb methods which 
have worked very well with the voluntarily 
enlisted men may not prove efficacious when 
dealing with youths who ordinarily would 
not have contemplated joining the army in 
times of peace, and who might in some cases 
be irked by the new life which is belng 
forced upon them. Recognition of that fact 
is one of the most pleasing features of the 
whole business, for it indicates that the 
authorities are fully apprised of the difticul- 
ties which have to be encountered, and the 
necessity of dealing with them with cireum- 
spection. ‘The reward will undoubtedly be 
a rich one. ix months training” will 
add greatly to the physique of these young 
men who have been found surprisingly ft. 
and a spirit of regeneration will be abroad 
in the land,

the felleltations of the day. On the social side, 
there was a happy intermingling of the tw 
‘peoples—and other people—at the French Club.

its proper element. Out in the western dis-

Tientsin, July U1. 


N armed clash between British and Japanese forces was nar- 


rowly averted this morning 


when a British police interpreter 


pacified a Japanese river patrol which landed on the British Bund 
in search for a Chinese sampanman, 

‘The Japanese patrolmen landed on the British Bund and 
demanded that the sampanman be handed over to them because 
they alleged that the Chinese had illegally ferried a crowd of 
Chinese from the former Russian Concession across Hai River to 
William Hunt's Wharf on the British Bund. 

An ugly situation prevailed as the Japanese patrol boat docked 
alongside the British Bund and Japanese sentries jumped out on 
to the Bund. British troops and police faced the Japanese. A 
British police interpreter, however, smoothed matters by informing 
the Japanese that the ‘sampanman had been detained by the 
British authorities in the British Concession police headquarters, 


Japanese authorities later demanded 
that the sompanman be turned over 
to them, but the British authorities 
did not ‘comply with this demand, 

‘The British authorities released the 
sampanman because they learned 
after an Investigation that he had 
not broken any byelaws of the British 
Concession, 

River May Be Closed 


On the eve of the Tokyo negotia- 
tions on Tlentsin, local foreign quar- 
ters feared that’ the Japanese au: 
thorities were contemplating the 
closure of the Hal River. 

‘The beliet was based on the fact 
that the Japanese army spokesman

Britain's Attitude Analysed 

‘Three reasons for Britain's reluct- 
Jance to act against Japan over the 
Tientsin dispute were cited by the 
London correspondent of the Tokyo 
“Nichi-Niehi” chain of newspapers 
today in a lengthy dispateh, analysing 
British sentiment | towards 
based on interviews with Lord Hali- 
fax, Foreign Secretary, other British 
Government leaders, as well as out- 
‘standing nancial "and journalistic 
figures and foreign diplomats in 
‘London. 

"These reasons were:

Reversal of Feeling 

‘This slow, but steady reversal of 
feeling, the “Nicht-Nieht" correspon: 
ent claimed, was taking place “in 
spite of the alleged assurances given 
by Mr. Anthony Eden, when he was 
Forelgn Secretary, to Dr. H. H. Kung, 
Chinese Finance Minister.” 

‘The opinion is gaining ground in 
[London, the correspondent continued, 
that Britain should co-operate with 
Japan in developing China's natural 
Fesources and rehabilitating the Chi- 
ete market if British interests in 
China are duly respected. 

Japan's political predominance in 
the Far East, he went on, is now re- 
cognized in Government circles, who 
altribute this Japanese position to her 
‘eographical location.

Tt is argued that there are chances 
for the stiecess of the conference If 
he parties sincerely aim at 
‘ment of the Tientsin dispute, and also 
it both sides possess the spirit of give 


and take. 

Fundamentally, Chinese _ eircles 
state, Japan does not intend to settle 
anything at the ‘Tokyo conference 
“except the complete surrender of 
Britain, which, if Britain is willing, 
‘does net need ‘any Tokyo conference, 
while if Britain is unwilling, no con: 
ference in Tokyo can settle the dis 
pute to the satisfaetion of Japan.”

‘There can be no immediate im- 
provement in Anglo-Japanese rel 
tions, but in view of the gravity of 
the European situation it is also un- 
Mkely” that ‘Britain will permit a 
Grastic deterioration in her relations 
with Japan, 

Chinese circles see no prospects of 
an immediate improvement in the re- 
ations between “Britain and Japan 
for the simple fact that there is at 
Present a frontal clash between thelr 
interests in the Far East, particularly 
fn China, 

Japan, these circles state, “Is doing 
hher utmost to undermine foreign in 
forests and influences in China, where 
Britain has the largest interests of 
‘all ‘Powers, but ‘Britain, who. has 
already sufféred much from Japanese 
discrimination, is unllkely to abandon 
her tremendous interests, built up 
after years of painstaking efforts.” 

Britain fs sald .to have been 
hitherto most conéiliatory in her 
policy in the Far 

In the opinion of Chinese quarters, 
this is partly due to the beliet of the 
British Government that Japan hi 
never really intended to go too far 
in “diseriminations against Britain, 
‘and that some day this nonsense will 
cease somewhete, and partly due to 
the fact that Britain hasbeen 20 
occupied during the past ten yeats 
with affairs in Europe and elsewhere 
that she has been unable to give her 
‘undivided attention to the Far East. 

‘Chinese circles contend that so

While unable to give the exact 
strength. of the Soviet forces, infor- 
mation gained from prisoners, the 
enteral continued, revealed the ‘pres- 
ence nt the front of the 36th Soviet 
Division, of Siberian sharp-shooters, 
four brigades of mechanized corps 
and Mongol cavalry. 

During the interview, which took 
place ata point three miles from the 
front, the sound of heavy cannonad-

of the general,

wiring-off was part of a general

‘A “North-China Dally News" re- 
porter, who visited the China Car &

the British property where there are 
‘no other mills, Near the China Car 
& Foundry Co. is a large mill over 
which the Japanese lag fies but, 
0 far, this has not been included 
fn the general scheme to wire off the 
North bank of the Creek. 

Companies’ Atitude 

Most seriously affected by | the 
Japanese action will be the China 
Car & Foundry Co,, manufacturers of 
heavy goods, including rolling stock. 
Practically all the products of this 
firm are loaded on to barges and

‘of the premises while a considerable 
Portion of the other two firms’ trade

‘Commenting upon the situation

Parade at French Park, 


Receptions and Ball Held to 


Commemorate 150th Anniversary of Bastille Day 


Shanghai, July 15. 


SHE 150th anniversary of the storming of the Bastille in Paris. 
which marked the rebirth of the French people, was cele 
brated yesterday in Shanghai with more than the customary eclat 
and—in keeping with the signs of the times—with a solemnity 


which has hardly ever been scen here before. 


The absence of 


the customary sun and an occasional drizzle, particularly during 
the parade which was held at the French Park at 7.30 am. in 
no way impaired the spectacle of column after column of well- 
equipped and well-disciplined men march past the saluting base 


where a roar of applause greeted them. 


Dressed in khaki, detachments from 
the police and the French troops 
were loudly applauded from the three 
slands where every. nation having 
diplomatic representatives here was 
strongly represented and from where 
the various colourful uniforms added 
much to the beauty of-the spectacle, 

A detachment from the Preneh 
Navy and the French Fire Brigade 
were dressed in’ white, however, 
‘whilst the biggest applause was heard 
as modern and well-equipped tanks 
thundered past the many spectators, 

Proceedings commenced with a few 
‘minutes delay and, on the arrival of 
M. “Henry Cosmé, “French Ambas- 
sador to China, the "Marseillaise”™ 
Was played. whilst all those present 
stood at attention, 

‘Commander Constantin, in charge 
of the French Fleet in China waters, 
then took the salute from the parti: 
cipants of the parade who were lined 
‘up in a huge square on the lawn 
facing the main alley of the Park. 
Tn the centre of the lawn, two blue: 
Jackets wore ready. to ralse the 
‘ricolor, whilst  Lieut.-Col. "Grenier, 
commanding French troops garrisoned 
in Shanghai, accompanied the offer 
Inspecting the parade, The flag was. 
‘then raised amidst applause, where- 
‘upon ‘decorations-—a list of ‘which

By Japanese 


Shanghai, July 14. 

Inspector E. J. Lees, of ‘the Shang- 
hat Municipal ‘Police, was threaten- 
ed and subsequently detained by the 
Japanese Gendarmerie for over one 
hour yesterday after he went (0 i 
vestigate injuries sustained by a Chi- 
nese ,coolie who was lying on on 
‘ot the many Chinese wooden boats 
tled up along No, § Pontoon. The 
Chinese had been beaten across the 
hhead with a wooden stick by one of 
the Gendarmes a few minutes pre- 
viously when he opposed the gen- 
‘darmes' attempts to tow two Chinese- 
‘owned wooden boats away. 

‘The incident occurred at about 
11.30 am. When Inspector Lees saw 
the injured man who was dressed in 
white Chinese clothes, he rushed to 
the boat to examine the extent of 
the injuries. Meanwhile “however, 
the Gendarmes had tied the two boats 
to a tug, preparatory to towing them 
away, When the Inspector realized 
what was going on, he attempted to 
Jump on to the Pontoon but was pre- 
vented from doing so by one of the 
Gendarmes who threatened to hit 
him over the head with the same 
stick with which the Chinese 
had been critically injured. ‘The 
convoy then left for the Floating 
Restaurant moored near the Public 
Gardens opposite Peking Road and 
which is at present being used by the 
Gendarmerie after having been con- 
Ascated. 


Mr. A. H, Samson, Assistant-Com- 
missioner of Police, who had witness- 
ed the incident from the Bund, boards 
ed the pontoon shortly afterwards 
‘and came on to the Bund, together 
with Inspector Lees, at 12.40 p.m, 
after having conversed with the 
Gendarmerie oficials at some length, 

‘The boats, it was learned, were 
“confiscated” by ‘the Japanese and 
have not been returned to thelr Chi- 

so owners whilst the fate of the 
Injured Chinese, could not be ascer- 
tained.

Official Pass Office 
Opened 


Shanghai, July 18. 

For the convenience of those who 
wish to live In Hongkew or Chinese 
areas or to return to their former 
residences there, the Greater Shang 
hai City Government has established 
‘a 'pass bureau in the Tien Hou Kung, 
& ‘Chinese temple in North Honan 
Road near the Chinese Chamber of 
Commerce Building. Excepting holl- 
days, passes may be oblained from 
the hew office between 8 am. and 4 
pm, datly, it is offcially announced. 

‘Those applying for the passes must 
have guarantors and three pass 


Inches. For each pass a “procedure 
fee.” of $1 will be collected. No 
person can obtain a pass on behalf of 
another person and all the passes 
{issued by commercial pass bureaux 
which are advertised in Chinese 
newspapers have been declared null 
and void, 

‘The announcement was made 
yesterday in the "Sin Shun Pao” by 
Mayor Fu Hsiao-en, who stated that 
since the conditions in areas under 
his jurisdiction have gradually 
returned to normal the number of 
former residents in the native elty 
returning to their houses has been 
Increased. For their convenience the 
ppass-issuing office commenced to 
funetion on July 15, 

With the establishment of the 
official pass office, it is expected that 
the permit-issuing business in the 
Settlement where many such oMfces 
have sprung up after the conclusion 
of hostilities here may quickly dis- 
‘appear.

Five Hurt in Riot 
On Moller Ship 


Shanghai, July 18. 

Five Chinese were slightly injured 
when fighting broke out between 
wharf coolies of the Kailan Mining 
Administration's Pootung Wharf and 
‘members of the crew of the ss. Nora 
Moller, on board that vessel about 
12 noon yesterday. Frantic blasts of 
the ship’s siren brought the river 
police from the Wetmore Road Hulk 
{River Police Station, under the com- 
jmand of Inspector R. E. Bridges, to 
the scene. Following the arrival of 
the police, peace was restored and 
‘the injured taken away for treatment. 

‘The trouble is said to have started 
when three of the coolies who were 
engaged in unloading a cargo of coal 
from the ss. Nora Moller wore caught 
stealing some dunnage mats. ‘The 
three men were handed over to the 
river police and detained in custody. 
‘This happened earlier in the morning 
and later an animosity between the 
Chinese members of the erew and 
the wharf coolies reached such an 
extent that it developed into battle 
about noon. After the river police 
had departed with the three culprits, 
the remaining coclies went on strike 
and slaged a battle-royal with the 
erew of the ship. 

Inspector Brides and a detachment 
of river police rushed to the scene 
fnd this time rounded up the entire 
mob. A somewhat ugly situation was 
averied when Inspector Bridges in- 
duced the men to return to work 
fand released the three coolies who 
hhad been arrested. OMcials of the’ 
Moller Co. and the Kailan Mining 
‘Administration revealed to a repre- 
sentative of the “North-China Daily’ 
News" that the entire situation had 
been peaceably settled and that work 
was proceeding as usual at the whart.

‘The club was formed about throe 
‘months ago having more than 400 
members and although It aims prim= 
avily at promoting friendship and dis- 
cussing monelaty problems mong 
bank assistants themselves they have 
deemed it wise to hold the exhibition 
to render the public a useful service, 
It was learnt’ that members of the 
lub possess counterfelt notes repre= 
senting a face value of more than 
$200,000 which at present they have 
thot found room enough for their ox- 
hibition, ‘They will be exhibited Inter 
for the benefit of retugecs. 

‘The reporter was surprised yestor- 
day to see many counterfeit foreign 
bbank notes purporting to be issued 
by such well known institutions as 
the Hongkong & Shanghal Banking 
Corporation and Chartered Bank of 
India Australia and China, ‘They 
were exhibited ina separate room 
together with many other counterfeit 
foreign notes some of which were 
not meant for local circulation, 
dicating the extensive operations of 
counterfeiters, Some of the notes are 
Supposed to be in circulation in 
Singapore and Hongkong and on one 
kind of these notes the words "Gov- 
ernment of Hongkong” are clearly 
printed. 

‘There was fake Russian and Ger- 
man money on exhibition too but 
these counterfeit foreign notes were 
printed long ago. All the counter 
felt foreign bank notes are of various 
denominations from $1 to $100 and 
most of them are so well printed that 
they may deceive the eyes of many, 

One may just well study the history 
of the Chinese currency in tho ex= 
hibition rooms for counterfeit notes 
printed between the dynasty period 
‘and the present-day China are’ there 
on display. ‘There are counterfeit 
notes purporting to be issued by 
proctically’ all Chinese. government 
banks existing today, Many of them 
ook like genuine ones and for the 
benefit of visitors genuine ones cut 
in two halves showing both the front 
and back are exhibited near the 
counterfeit ones, 

It was pointed out by those in 
charge of the exhibition that the most 
deceptive ones are those notes whieh, 
while bearing the exaet appearance 
of genuines ones, have the num= 
bers indicating their denominations 
changed, In such a ease a genuine 
note is no longer genuine because its 
numbers have been rubbed off and 
changed into bigger ones.

Bowen Follows Typhoon 


Violent Winds Cause Extensive Damage in City ; 
Floods Envelop Several Districts ; Trees Uprooted 


Shanghai, July 13. 


BAVING behind them a seene of devastation, winds attaining 

a velocity of almost 75 miles an hour tore through the city 
yesterday morning as Shanghai experienced one of the worst 
typhoons in its history. Damages extended everywhere as the 


wind battered everything in its 
in several districts, ‘Trees were 
collapsed. Refugee camps were 
when a wall collapsed. 


path, walls and houses collapsed 
uprooted everywhere. Hoardings 
destroyed. One man was killed 


Over fifty-three persons were injured, 
luckily very few of them seriously. 

as the storm gathered in intensity. 
such serious damage from a typhoon. 


‘The menace of floods appeared 
Rarely has Shanghai suffered 
At one time, at about 12 


noon, when the winds reached their highest velocity, it was believed 


that ‘the centre of the typhoon 


had struck the city but later it 


was discovered that it had passed a few miles to the south. 
Described by experts as one of the most serious ever to have 
been experienced in Shanghai, the typhoon diminished in intensity 
in the afternoon and at 9 p.m., having landed south of Shanghai 
in the Hangchow Bay, was reported to be progressing more north- 
westward than first reported. At 6 p.m, the centre was within 
30 miles of the city, proceeding north-westerly with a violent 


intensity, 


As the full fury of the terrific blasts 
swept the city at the height of the 
typhoon, driving the heavy sain in 
solid sheets before them, ‘lange 
lurked in every street as signboards, 
hoardings, trees, shop windows, blinds, 
electric cables, walls and even houses, 
in some districts, crashed to the 
ground as if struck by an Invisible 
hand. Devastation was everywhere, 
‘Trees uprooted by thelr very roots 
lay across the pavement. Huge hoard- 
ings leaned drunkenly, swayed fan: 
gerously as every fresh blast pitted 
fis might, against them and, ‘finally, 
etushed down, unable "to withstand 
the full fury of the gale 
Water Everywhere 


Everywhere the same story was 
told, For many years Shanghai had 
not ‘experienced a typhoon of such 
intensity. Never had there been s0 
‘much damage and never had: such 
floods followed a typhoon. | Indeed 
water was everywhere, As the fur= 
jous winds howled along the streets, 
bowling over rickshaws like fies, 
injuring pedestrians and bringing 
down huge signboards as if they had 
been made of paper, the water rose 
higher and higher. Cars, trams, buses 
and rickshaws splashed their way 
through inundated streets as the 
water was whipped along by every 
fresh blast, “Finally, as the storm 
showed no signs of abating, the flood 
‘overflowed on {0 the pavements and 
shopkeepers and householders, despite 
valiant efforts to stem its advance, 
saw it rush over ground floors in one 
hhuge sweop. ‘To try to fight against 
it was useless, 

Brave indeed were the persons, who 
vontured along the Bund in the teeth 
of the ule. Several tried it to their 
ox}. Blown here and there like a 
pleco of paper as each terrific gust 
hurted along the whole length of the 
roadway they could make no head 
way, Soveral were bowled over, 
luckily without any’ scrious injury 
and tram standards and lamp-posts 
became places of sanctuary for 
many. From these places escape was 
impossible without the risk of injury 
but, by dint of hugging friendly walls, 
all of them found safer places, where 
they sheltered trom the force of the 
wind and blinding rain,

‘To deseribe the whole damage 
which the elty sustained yesterday 
would be an impossibility. Floods 
were everywhere. Cars were stranded 
In the deopest parts.

{rlels, Signboards fared no better, 
Walls collapsed under the -terrifle 
strain. “Roofs were lifted bodily from 
walls. Shop windows caved in, 
Telephone and electric cables were 
smashed ond parts of the city were 
Toft without light, water and tel 
phonle communication for Lon: 
periods, 

‘A visit {0 Bubbling Well Cemetery 
was sufficient to gauge the full foren 
of the typhoon. Mere the trees sulfer- 
ed more than anywhere else, no less 
than five of the largest—some of them 
‘over 30 years old—being toppled over 
by the Toaring wind as if made of 
matchwood. A sixth was sagging 
under the ‘strain and threatened to 
collapse with every gust, its roots 
tearing up the pavement ‘as it sank 
lower and lower. Such dismal scenes, 
however, were ‘everywhere. In the 
comtery and, indeed, throughout the 
length and breadth of Shanghal green 
leaves strewed the pavements and 
roads, vines, shrubs and flowers being 
hy match for the terrife wind. 
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Monuments and crosses in 
cemotery, too, leaned and swayed 
perilously as the wind roared its way 
Beross Shanghai, Although none bad 
completely fallen there was every 
chance that before nightfall several 
would be down, A general survey 
‘of the eometery revealed the fact that 
the danger of further falling trees 
was not likely unless the wind in- 
ereased in intensity. 

As the full force of the wind roared 
uy Nanking Road shopkeepers, hecd- 
Jess of the pouring rain, rushed out- 
side as the sheet glass in'the windows 
rattled and ereaked as if reluctant to 
fight the elements. Boards were 
hastily erected and at the Wing On 
store, where the huge windows 
threatened at any moment to collapse, 
steel helmetted members of the store's 
‘own fire brigade dashed outside only 
to be blown hither and thither as the 
wind eaught the large planks which 
they carried. Working heroically, how- 
ever, they had all windows boarded 
up in short time, 


‘There was no doubt that Shanghai 
yesterday was a city of ups and downs 
—more down than anything else. The 
‘spectacle of four respoctably dressed 
‘Chinese proceeding on all fours out- 
side the "Wing On company proved 
this, ‘The fact was that they could 
not have stood had they tried. Blowst 
down, two of them from rickshaws, 
at the Choking Road comer, where 
the wind sereeched and howled with 
furious intensity, the only way they 
could reach the safety of the opposite 
pavement was by this method of 
perambulation.

Refugees Suffer 


Worst sufferers of all, however, were 
the refugees housed in the Shanghai 
Refugee Relict Association's camp at 
‘Tunsin Road and in the Internationa) 
Relief Committee's camp in the French 
Concession. Built by the S.MLC, at 
the beginning of the year to accom- 
modate 10,000 refugees, the ‘Tunsin 
Road camp housed about 6,000 when 
the full foree of the gale struck it 
yesterday. ‘The various buildings in 
ihe camp, which housed about 300 to 
400 refugees each, were only con- 
structed six months ago. Against the 
wind, however, they collapsed like 
matchwood, leaving the inmates in a 
terrible plight. 

Damage estimated to run into thou- 
sands of dollars was caused by the 
buildings’ collapse, the water supply 
was cut off and, to make matters 
worse, the electric light supply failed, 
‘Through the generosity of the Shang: 
hai Waterworks Co,, and the Shangha) 
Fire Brigade waier was pumped 
through fire hydrants into the kitchens 
and so the inmates were not left 
without a plentiful supply of food and 
hot ‘water. In comparison with the 
recently constructed buildings at tho 
‘Tunsin Road camp, the older’ builé- 
ings in the International Relief Com- 
mittee’s camp withstood the territe 
onslaught of the wind and rain quile 


well, 
Oa Buildings Stand 


Here the main damage was caused 
to roofs, these being lifted bodily from 
the four walls and whirled overhead 
before crashing down to earth, a mass, 
of wreckage. Despite the fact thal 
the buildings were two years old, 
however, the frameworks were left, 
although the unfortunate refuges 
found themselves with water pouring. 
on to them from above while thelr 
feet were covered by muddy brow 
streams, As at Kungping Road the 
Salvation Army is doing its best to 
alleviate. thelr unfortunate position 
bout the cost will be great, 

In another part of the city the 
famous “Lone Battalion” was under- 
going the same experience, With the 
wind howling around their straw huts 
and other buildings in the Kiaochow 
Road Internment Camp it was not 
long before considerable damage had 
been done, Here roofs were. lifted 
high by the wind, while the rain 
poured on to the unfortunate soldiers 
below. ‘The damage was not so great 
‘as in the refugee eamps, however, aud. 
through great gaps in the high fence 
surrounding the camp young Canton- 
ese soldiers could be seen. walking 
around surveying the results of the 
storm, 


























Radio Stations Outed 





Radio fans also suffered for two of 
the city's stations were put out of 
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action by the force of the. wind. Of 
the Bund waterfront the unusual sigiit 
fof .n sampan floating along covered 
Jeliles testified to the amount of wate: 
which had flowed into the river to 
[bring it to flooding point. Huge waves 
leaped and swirled in the river, 
breaking Irv a mass of spray at the 
pontoons, Sentries on duty at the 
British Consulate and on Garden 
Bridge manfully stuck to thelr posts 
as the wind whipped up their ground 
sheets and whirled them around thelr 
shoulders, 

‘On the perimeter conditions were 
even worse for here the roots of many 
of the huts, which the soldiers use 
when not on guard, had been partly 
blown away, The’ British ‘Tommy, 
however, is well-known for his 
patience’ and good-natured spirits in 
the face of adversity, and smiles wore 
to be seen everywhere. After al 
typhoon was a grand experience to 
most of them—all fresh from England 
where a heat wave attains its peak 
at about 85 degrees, 

Destruction wreaked among yachts, 
Ginghies, launches and other craft 
‘owned by various yachting enthusiasts 
Wwas great. ‘The No. 1 laodah of the 
Minghong Yacht Club {s missing, “Ho 
‘was last seen at 10.30 a.m. on an ovet 
turned boat which was going upriver 
before the wind. Late last night his 
fate was unknown, Two house boats 
belonging to the Shanghai Yacht Club 
fare missing, two other vessels, the 
Lilla and the Sun Lee, broke ‘their 
moorings and were carried away. 
Three "C" class boats were submorged, 
two were smashed against the logs, 
‘and the masts of others are just show- 
ing above water. ‘Three 14 foot ding- 
hies of thé Minghong Yecht Club are 
missing, four others are believed to 
bbe lost’ and one house boat Is halt 
submerged, 

‘Frame Lights Muddled 


‘The wind, despite its ferocity, 
played many’ amusing tricks, One of 
the funniest of these was ‘at the 
Nanking Road—Szechuen Road corner 
where the tramle lights beeame com- 
pletely muddled as the storm Jeft, x 
trail of damage in its path, ‘The 
‘green light leaned at an angle of abou 
twenty degrees while the red light, 
fecing south, was forced to point in 
fa westerly direction. The result was 
thet sometimes the green light 
shone, sometimes there was one red 
light, sometimes there were two red 
Lights and sometimes there were 9 
ights at all, 

Fifteen calls were received by the 
French Fire Brigade in the morning 
but none.of the cases were serious. A 
lucky escape from death was experi- 
enced by one small Chinese child in 
Rue Capitaine Radier where a house, 
which had been partly burnt some 
months ago, collapsed. Although buri- 
ed for two hours he was none the 
Worse for his experience, By a 
strange coincidence this child was 
rescued by French firemen with his 
brother when the fire attacked his 
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Six Injured When Roof, 
Walls Collapse 


Shonghaj, July 13, 
‘The accident calling for the largest 
number of vietims, occurred at the 
‘Tsilsihar Road market where the 
‘wood and tin roof of a house was 
blown down and buried six persone, 
one @ woman, under the debris, only 
to be ‘rescued by omergency am 








bulanee squads sent by the Fire 
Brignde. ‘The rescue work was 
rendered rather difficult beeause 


when the root had blown off one 
of the walls also collapecd. 

Another accident which’ deserves 
special mention amongst the numer- 
‘ous collapses of buildings in the war- 
torn areas of Hongkew and Yangtze- 
poo is the one in which 15 Chinese 
houses came down, only one person 
being injured. Had the houses been 
Inhabited the casualties would have 
doubtlessly been considerable. 

‘At No. 60, Liyang Road, a wall of 
a ping pong ball ‘factory collapsed 
injuring. one person slightly, whilst 
falling ‘bricks were responsible for 
the Injuries sustained by a Chinese 
male at the corner of ‘Yangtszepoo 
tnd Glen Roads. 

Later in the morning, machines 
from Central Fire Station’ were sum- 
moned to the Continental Emporium 
Where a portion of a big chimney 
was blown off whilst a few minutes 
later the collapse of a wall at the 
corner of Yushang and Whashing 
Roads was reported, ‘The fire bri- 
gude pulled down the rest of the 
‘wall and cleared the thoroughfare of 
debris 

‘Bill-boards and Neon-light signs 
were pulled down or blown off in all 
parts of the city including the 
French Concession whilst. parts of 
Foochow Road were closed to traffic 
for some time, as a large sign-board 
fell Into the street opposite No, 299 
and in doing so demolished the street 
lighting installations for some. dis- 
ance, One of the major mishaps 
‘along Foochow Road, occurred when 
‘at 1005 am, the galvanized iron root 
‘over a section of the Hunt building 
rolled up and was blown off, falling) 
‘on # Chinese coolle whose right leg 
was nearly severed, Prior to the 
root blowing off, the flag and the 
fag-pole had gone in the same way 
with Uhe result that that section of 
the streot was also closed to trame. 

‘A number of fuses of electric 
witing were also attended by the 
Shanghal Fire Brigade, one at S81 
Medhurst Road in a rice shop whilst 
‘another short-circuit occurred be- 
tween the ceiling and the floor of 
the upper storey at 3i¢ Brennan 
Road, 

‘A inrge number of show-windows 
were ‘blown in, particularly along 
Bubbling Weil "Road, where most 
shops cleared thelr display-windows 
for the event that the unbroken glass 
panes should also break in, whilst 
carpenters were seen busy’ every- 
where putting wooden reinforcements 
behind large window panes, 

‘Sports enthusiasts will encounter 
considerable inconvenience, when the 
weather improves, particularly on 
the Race Course where a large num- 
ber of Club. huts have suffered 
severely, Worst hit of all, is the 
bamboo-shed belonging to the Jewish 
Recreation Club of which little more 
than the bamboo poles are left, whilst 
the Pollee Recreation Club's spacious 
hut and that belonging to the Ger- 
man ‘Tennis Club suffered consider- 
‘ably ag well, Damage caused on the 
Race Club premises, was quite con- 
siderable, as about’ 80 fect of the 
roof over the public stand was blown 
‘down and landed on the kitchen al- 
though fortunately no one was in- 
jured. ‘The Polo Club's matshed also 
sustained damage mwhilst the Race 
Course is flooded to an extent never 
seon before and the water in tho 
reek surrounding the area was so 
high that with a day or two of more 
continuous rain it was feared that a 
number of streets would be flooded. 


Three Cars, Rickshaw 
Buried Under Debris

between 7 a.m, and 3 pum. yesterday, 
the number of accidents eased off

Shipping Halted As 
Typhoon Strikes 


Shanghai, July 13, 

The Whangpoo River resembled a 
stormy day at sea yesterday as the 
typhoon ‘lashed the - usually calm 
river Into a frenzy of huge waves 
and lashing spray, halting all ship- 
ping and doing cofsiderable damage 
fo small craft. The yellow, ‘murky 
stream presented a desolate appeat~ 
ance as the thousands of launches, 
Darges, sampans and other small 
craft which ordinarily ply the busy 
waterway remained moored in com- 
parative safety at the river banks. 

A party of British sailors off 
HAMS. Duchess narrowly escaped 
disaster about 11.20 yesterday morn- 


ing when the iaunch they "were 
using foundered. ‘The sailors, about 
fen in number, were part of 


Teave party which had been “left 
ashore earlier in the morning. About 
1130 a.m. a lounch set out from 
HAMS, Duchess to convey the men 
back to the ship from the Customs 
Jelly. The trip to the jetty was 
made without much dimeulty and 
the men boarded the launch’ which 
set out on the return Journey to 
the warship, 

After much wallowing and buck- 
ing of heavy waves stirred up by 
the fury” of the wind the Jaunch 
managed to reach the side of the 
Duchess, Most of the men clamber- 
ed aboard the destroyer when a 
huge wave crashed over the side 
of the launch, swamping it com- 
pletely. ‘The ‘men remaining in the 
oat tried desperately to save the 
small boat by pulling it up on the 
@avits but {0 no avail as the waves 
continued to swamp the craft. At 
Iength the men remaining on the 
launch gave up their efforts to save 
the boat and scrambled to safely on 
the destroyer, 


Small Craft Damaged 














‘Sampans and other small eratt 
took a terrifle beating as the unruly 
river tossed them about like corks. 
at their moorings. Vessels moored 
‘at the Yacht Anchorage near the 
Riverside Power Station fared badly 
‘as the waves smashed the yachts 
nto each other, overturning ” some 
and breaking others to pleces. A 
ote of humour was injected into 
the situation when the yacht Sea- 
maid, belonging to Sergeants G. 
Faulkes and J. L. Perkins of the 
River Police, became swamped with 
water. The ‘sergeants were loath to 
venture out to. commence salvage 
operations on the yacht but. their 
doughty old Chinese laodah, clad 
only in a life-belt made his way on 


board the Seamaid and proceeded 
to bail her out. ‘The sight of the 
old Iaodah, his “spare frame pro- 


fected from the fury of the typhoon 
by only a life-belt was indeed one 
to behold, as he patiently strove to 
empty the yacht of its over- 
‘abundance of river water, 


Small craft moored at the Yacht 
Anchorage sulflered a rent den! from 
ihe typhoon. At least seven fours 
{eonsfoot. yachts were overturned: at 
thelr mootings while afew of the 
"Cr" class craft were totally “sun, 
1h addition, wo more yackie ‘were 
driven on (o logs in the velnity "and 
Smashed." while” ‘numerous. gthers 
‘were damaged considerably by ‘bein 
Smashed together by the tide, 








Shipping at Standstin 


Shipping was at a standstill as the 
typhoon prohibited most vessels from 
entering the Yangtze estuary. Mystery 
Surrounds the fate of the ss, ‘Taian 
Maru No. 2 which gent out an SOS 
from the vicinity” of Saddle Islands 
yesterday morning. The position of 
the ship was not given and vessels 
near the Saddles "did not know 
where o find her, The ss, Isabel 
Moller was not, as it was reported 
yesterday evening, standing by the 
Taian Maru. ‘The Moller ship. was 
merely laying out to sea until the 
Weather permitted entry to the 
Yangtze.) 

The ss. Wakamatu Maru of the 
N.Y.K. line was reported in dificulty 
about 80 miles from Saddle Islands 
at 11.30 yesterday morning, ‘The 
Ship sent @ radio to the Shanghal 
‘ofice to the effect that she was 
making heavy weather and could 
ot enter into port yesterday, Fol- 
Towing that messajge no further 
word was received from. the 
yesterday.

Little Effect of Furious Winds Seen in Downtown 


Areas ; Outlying Districts Suffer from Floods 


‘Shanghai, July 14, 


HANGHAI'S recuperative powers are well known. No matter 


what kind of adversity may strike the 


ty it is a safé bet, 


to say that, sooner or later, the effects will be surmounted and 


life will go on as nothing had 


happened, Shanghai was visited 


by one of the worst typhoons it has experienced for many years 


on July 12, 


Winds tearing through the city at 75 miles an 


hour and over wreaked havoc in all districts. Hoardings crashed, 


walls and houses collapsed and 


trees were uprooted. Yet a trip 


around the city yesterday would have belied the fact, except for 
a few demolished hoardings and some extensive flooding in the 


‘Western areas. 

In the Contrai district there was 
little to show that the eity had been 
visited’ by a violent. gale. Perhaps 
the only tangible evidence was the 
hhuge sign over the Palace Hotel on 
the Bund, Bent and battered by the 
furious wind, it was being removed 
{in the afternoon by a gang of coolies 
owing to the danger of its crashing 
to the ground below. Jinkee Road 
Was still yoped off but there was no 
debris along the street, At the Wing 
On ‘store two of the windows were 
still boarded’ up. Otherwise thore 
wore no signs of the gale’s effect. 

Uprooted ‘Trees 

Despite the normal appearance, 
however, extousive damage was 
wreaked by the violent winds ‘and 
heavy rain, A trip to Bubbling 
Well” Cemetery where six glant 
trees—many of them over 30 years 
‘old—iay in ‘utter contusion, “thelr 
roots drying in the afternoon sun, 
‘and to ihe Yu Yuen Rond district, 
Where deep floods covered the rox 
way from. the Public School for 
Girls to almost as far as St. George 
ore mute testimony to the fury of 
the. storm. 

‘Throughout the evening of July 12 
and yesterday morning the dama 
Was being repaired, Gangs of coolles 
Were speeded to. isolated points 
the winds died down and the elt 
wounds were healed, “Repairs we 
SUL being conducted tate 
‘as the damage was s0 @ . 
ff the places which received the full 
fury" of the typhoon was the Race 
course, Here the sports pavilions, 
many. of them damaged badly 
Teaned drunkenly as coolies worked 
to repair roofs and walls. On the 
baseball ground debris was scattered 
fay and ‘wide from the pavilion in 
front of the stand, which had been 
demolished by the wind. As at 
Nanking Road, however, where the 
flooding on July 10 had been ex 
fensive, there was no sign of water, 

‘A Different Story 

‘This was due to the effects of a 
strong breeze and the sun, which 
shone for most of the day. Tn downs 
town areas the floods quickly vanish. 
fed, Along Bubbling Well Road and 
‘Hart Roud there was no sign of water, 
but at ‘Tifeng Road it wos a al 
ferent story. Here the water covered 
the whole length of the thorough- 
fare on both sides of Great Western 
Road. On Yu Yuen Road cars and 
‘buses splashed thelr way through 
floods one-foot deep for a consider 
able distance and, in ‘front, of the 
British Military ‘Headquarters on 
Titeng Road, cooties did a roaring 
trade pushing cars, which had stop- 
ped in the deepest parts. 

"A visit. to. the porimeter revealed 
the fact that the British soldiers 
there had suffered from the effects 
‘of the typhoon, thir straw hut 
hein devold of roofing in several 
parts, Along Keswick Road, a few 
yards away, other soldiers were re~ 
halving damaged telephone cables. 
Disappearing just as quickly a they 
had done in the International Settle 
tent, the floods in the French Con- 
fession had vanished. At the corner 
‘of Rue Cardinal Mercier where, on 
Sury' To, the water: had oyertlowed 
Into the Cathay Mansions, the road 
was perfectly dry. Along Avenue 
Joffre the same conditions existed, 

"AL the Shanghai Refugee  Reliet 
‘Association's coimp on Tunsin Road, 
however, conditions “were not 33 
ood. Housing 9000 refugees, the 
She tmonths' old buildings there had 
collapsed like matchwood before the 
fury, of the wind. Repairs were 
isu carted out yesterday, to pro- 
vide temporary relief “but many 
thousands of dollars will be needed 
to repair all the damage, At the 
International _ Relief Committee's 
amp in the French Coneession the 
damage was not so extensive, al- 
though this was "surprising" con- 
sidering the fact that the buildings 
there were over two years old, 

Power Co, Taxed 


‘The typhoon caused many inter~ 
vuptions in the. electricity supply of 


the Shanghai Power Co. and taxed

continuously since the beginning of 
the typhoon on the morning of July 
12. Over two hundred men are en- 
gaged in this work. 

Trouble calls began to pour in at 
730 am. on July 12, during the 
first hour over a dozen being re- 
celved. By 3 p.m. the siumber had 
reached 700, The peak number was 
reached between 1 and 2 pm, when 
over 200 calls were received ‘and at 
5 p.m, the total had reached 888. 
From ‘that time onwards there was 
f decline until a grand total of 3,250 
Was reached yesterday morning. "Of 
these, 1,150 have received attention, 
only 10) being outstanding at 16 
‘am, The situation is well in hand, 
the Power Company stated jesterday 
when reporting that the distribu 
tion system would be back to normal 
at about 3 pm. ‘Throughout the 
duration of the typhoon eight tel 
phone operators were required on 
the switchboard to handle trouble 
calls received. 

Most of the interruptions, to the 
servicé were caused by metal sheets, 
radio aerials, gutters, down spouts, 
signboards and other detached ob- 
Jects which were blown into the 
Hines, either cutting them or resting 
across them so that short circuits 
were caused, In a number of cases 
lines were cleared and service 
restored only to be interrupted again 
@ short time afterwards. The most 
serious damage occurred at two 
points. In the Yangtzsepoo area a 
high brick boundary wall collapsed, 
‘breaking three poles and causing 
the collapse of four other poles. 
in the Western area a large steel 
factory chimney blew down across 
the lines, snapping the wires and 
causing the collapse of eight poles. 

Laodah Safe 
Last seen floating away on an 
overturned launch before the full 
force of the gale the No. 1 lacdah 
of the Minghong Yacht Club was 
reported safe yesterday, In his 
efforts to tle up the boat he had

‘Two ships went adrift during the 
hhelght of the gale. ‘These were the 
British ss. Baron Incheape and the 
Norwegian ss, Randy.

@ total loss. ‘The British steamer 
was towed back to buoys 33 and #4, 
but the Randy went on the mud 
and yesterday efforts were being 
made to get her back to buoys 26 
and 27. Further upriver divers 
Wore at work trying to salvage the 
sunken British naval launch, ‘which 

ink near H.M.S. Duchess, while at 
e Shanghai Yacht Club other 
divers were continuing thelr efforts 
to refloat many sunken craft, 

‘There was only one fatality as a 
result of the typhoon, this being 
caused by a roof collapse at the 
‘Tsitsihar Market where six people 
were injured, one of them fatally. 
Over 53 persons were injured in 
the Settlement by falling debris 
and other results of the storm. 
Lucklly none of them was serious. 
One of the worst aceldents of the 
day happened at Foochow Road 
where a rickshaw coolie was struck 
by apiece of corrugated {ron roof 
ing, his foot being severed as if cut 
by ‘an axe, No serious troubles were 
reported by the Shanghai Telephone 
Co, and every effort is being made 
to restore interrupted service. Most 
of the damage was caused to the 
company’s wires in the outlying

Concession Health 
Report 


” Shanghai, July 13. 
Although the increase’ in. sickness| 
Increased 8.14 per cent. in the French 
Concession in Sune it was still lower 
than the rate for the same month 
of last year, according to the monthly 
report of the French Cohimissioner of 
Public Health, who states that the 
increase is seasonal and was to be 
expected, 

‘The death rate f6r June was low! 
with an inerease of only 3.02 per cent. 
indicating a rather sdtistictory state| 
‘of public health. “Ever the mortality 
‘among paupers has déereased, the 
number ‘of expdsed cotpses removed 
being 1447 ‘instead of 1,585 for the 
preceding month, 

Diseases of the digestive tract have 
{increased in importance. Dysenterles 
‘also were prevalent, ‘Typhoid. fever 
showed an alarming increase with a 
death rate amongst the Chinese three 
limes ‘higher as compared with the 
rate of mortality from cholera for the 
same period last year. ‘The affections 
‘of the typhoid group are less dramatic 
than cholera in thelr manifestations 
‘but they ought to inspire a fear equal 
to that of the cholera infection, To 
protect “oneself, strict alimentary 
hygienfe “rules ‘should be applied. 
Everything raw, whatever its origin, 
‘should be treated as suspect. "They 
may only be consumed after a long 
immérsion ina potassium. perma 
ganate solution. We, strongly recom- 
mend anti-typho-paratyhold  inocula- 
Hons to persons who can sustain the 
injections, 


No True Chélera 


In contrast with the gravity of the! 
typhold situation, it is satistactory to 
note that during’ the month of June, 
ot one true case of cholera has been 
diagnosed. If some cases of diarrhea | 
had cholera symptoms, the laboratory 
‘has not identified on specific cholera 
erm. A comparison with last year 
hows that in the month of June 
1038, 246 cases of cholera were noted, 
fof which five were amongst foreign 
fers; the disease frst’ appeared 
towards the end of May. 

It may be noted that this result, 
which, up to the end of June, shows 
4 gain of one month on the duration 
‘of 4 possible epidemic, owes some- 
thing to the anti-cholera inoculations 
which have been done. Over 2,200,000 
{injections given last’ year were re- 
sponsible for the immunization of a 
large number of residents. The pro- 
phylactic efforts going on this year 
will complete and strengthen “last 
year's results; residents in every part 
‘of the Concession have been "n= 
culated. “This will be followed by 
‘@ more ‘detailed vaccination of dis 
triets where last year's epidemic 
‘raged with the greatest intensity. 
During the month of June, 415,183| 
inoculations were performed, and the 
vaceine employed amounts to 645,560 
ce. Since the-beginning of the cam- 
paign this yoar, a total of 3,029,300 
fnoculations Nave been given and the 
quantity of vaccine used amounts to 
1,460,640 ce. Against typhoid, only 
489 injections were given. 

Tn completing the review of the 
health ‘situation during June, one 
uld note the persistence of 
lapsing fever and” typhi 
affections, however, do not become 
epidemic for they reach their peal in| 
‘June and disappear gradually in July.

‘By 
custom, if not by dogma, if a child 
is born and there is no hope of ts 
living, the maid-wife. not wishing to 
Jet the child. die uncheistened, may 
dip him in water with the words. 
“th the name of the Father, the Son 
and the Holy Ghost ‘This 1s equtval 
ent to any ehristening performed by 
a priest. ‘The Orthodox priest would 
have examined the validity of Eady 
| Lyton’s former baptism: If she were 
of the High Chureh, no doubt at all 
Would be had; and even if she were 
‘of the Low Church, the Russian Or- 
thodox priest would not hesitate about 
the validity of the ‘baptism, though 
that ‘of other. sacraments would be 
doubtful. ‘This assumes that Lady 
Lygon was of the Church of Englan: 
were she of one of certain protestant 
seets, with a doubifully valid. farm 
fof Baptism, the Orthodox Church 

















‘would certainly have required the 
baptismal ceremonies before she was 
received to the other sacraments. 

‘Taking into consideration the spiri- 
tual ‘proximity “of the Church of 
England and the Russian Orthodox 
Chureh, we can hardly doubt this 
fact. Lady Lygon would have had 
to consult ‘with "the Orthodox 
priest and would have had to tell 
him of her desire to join the Russian 
‘Orthodox Church. Ii is possible that 
‘she was asked whether she had dis- 
carded her previous false beliefs and 
fon the other hand it is possible she 
was not, Later she had to read three 
of the most important prayers. From 
then on she is given another name as 
far as the Russian Church is con- 
cerned, and to the latter is known 
Ro more as Mary but as Catherine. 
In the same way it is impossible to 
say whether the priest anointed her 
forehead with holy olf or not. Atler 
hher christening, however, she was 
‘obliged to confess and hold Holy 
‘Communion according to the Russian 
‘Orthdoox rites and, with this, most 
probably, all formality was ended. 

Besides the organization of Russian 
‘scouts now in existence there 1s an- 
other group, the Young Russian 
‘Musketeers, which has been formed 
under the patronage of Prince Nikita 
of Russia, and whose branch in 
Shanghai ‘is headed by Lieutenant 
Colonel Yakovlev.

‘against aggression. Will the people 
‘of Japan allow their country to be 
Invaded and their lands occupied by 
‘an alien army? If China and Japan 
were to change places—China ossum~ 
Ing the r6le of the aggressor and 
Japan the victim—would the Japanese 
people agree to talk peace which can 
mean nothing but abject surrender ? 
TET were a Japanese, my sympathy 
would go out for China’s cause, al- 
though T might be compelled to. fight 
for Japan. I hate the narrow-minded 
nationalism which requires every 
man to fight for his own country, Are 
fall the Japanese soldiers willing in- 
struments in the hands of thelr reck- 
ess militarists ? Tt ls a tragedy to 
hhave men eutling the throats of their 
fellow-men. If f weep for the Chin- 
‘ese soldiers fallen in baitle, I feel 
sorry {oo for the Japanese’ soldiers 
who are’ fighting blindly for thelr 

supposed National Interest. 

It is a pity that brutal force can be 
met only by brutal foree. China 
must despateh the flower of her youth 
to the battle-field to meet the in- 
vaders fnee to face. But China will 
keep her reason. She does not want 
all her citizens to {urn soldiers to. 
Aght Japan. Many of us, who are 
ordinary elvilians, will continue their 
work a5 usual as’ farmers, labourer 
professional men and merchants, Al- 
though they uphold China's cause, it 
Js not their mission to harm 
Japanese in any way. ‘They believe 
Japan's aggression does harm to 
Japan herself.

“A Liberal Attack” : 
Mr. Chamberlain Defended

‘Sm—Will you kindly allow «me 
‘space for a few words in connection 
with the attack by Facrorum on the 
Britich Prime Minister, Mr, Neville 
Chamberlain, which I read’ in your 
issue of July 
Facroruat 1s most probably not 
British, the name -indicates this to 
me. I'also hear that political articles 
‘appeared under this name in @ non- 
‘Arian Berlin paper before the Nazis 
‘came to power; if this is the same 
‘man, a good service may be rendered 
to him and” his co-refugees by re- 
commending him to keep out of 
politics, local as well as international 
for the time.being. ‘The present-day 
jroubles may to a large extent be 
traced to such over-zealous activities. 
Facrorust may wish that the un- 
bloody war.going on at present in 
Europe shall not end unbloody, but 
such “are certainly not the wishes 
‘and hopes of the majority of the peo- 
ple in the British Empire, in Ger~ 
‘many and everywhere. Why is the 
Feaction against the Nazis’ persecu- 
ion of the Jews not stronger? ‘The 
only reason I see is that anti-Semitism 
is latent in all countries and that this 
is due to activities not wanted by 
the natives. ; 
First of all, Mr. Chamberlain is 
not responsible for the political situa- 
tlon existing when’ he took over his 
job from Mr, Baldwin, His predeces- 
‘sors had missed golden opportunities 
for inaking satisfactory terms with 
pro-Nazi Germany, a3 also with 
Herr Hitler before'he had rearmed 
‘the Reich. It is not Mr. Chamberlain 
who neglected the British armament 
and who gave Hitler the opportunity 
to rearm’and to say, “We have to 
thank no one except Benito Mus- 

solinit” 

‘The Abyssinian blunder, the cor 
nerstone of Hitler's achievements, 
had been solidly laid by Mr. Eden. 
before Mr. Chamberlin became 
Prime Minister. 

‘The policy followed in: Spain and 
in China by Great Britain is not of 
‘Mr. Chamberlain's making; opinions 
may differ as to the merits, but no 
‘one denies that thi policy is parallel 
to the one followed in Europe and 
that it has become a source of great 
difficulties out here as over there 
As to Munich, it is quite possible 
that Herr Hitler was bluffing, but 
there is no doubt that Great Britain 
was likewise not well prepared for 
‘a showdown at the time. It is a fact 
that the people in Great Britain wer 
‘at least as thankful to Mr. Chamber: 
Iain for his Munich. as the Ge 
People were and, let us hope 
Only well-conducted propaganda 
{from Interested quarters ale 
Facrorum brought a change in these 
feelings. ‘The political Opposition in 
Great Britain and papers who today 
‘say: “We told you so” are most prob= 
ably moro at fault for Mr. Chamber- 
Jain's failure than he is himself. His 
failure is a vigtory for the opposition. 
Mr. Chamberlain was propared to 
recognize the necessity of a “new 
order" in Europe; the British and 
French opposition insisted on keeping 
the old one. The fundamental prin- 
ciple of the old order in Europe, as 
devised by Great Britain, is ‘the 
lance of power,” aiming to pre~ 
clude, in her own interests, that ‘any 
European power (besides herself) 
‘should secure a dominating position; 
the method by whieh this is to be 
secured is “divide and rule” For 
France it means to attain a dominat- 
‘ing position in Europe; this explains 
why Great Britain could not always 
agree with France after Versailles, 
as no Power, including France, shall 
secure such a dominating position. 

‘At Munich ‘Mr. Chamberlain ren~ 
dered a great service to his country; 
British history will recognize this and 
immortalize him as one of her great- 
est_sons, 

Herr Hitler may not have one-tenth

helm had, his loud-spoken popularity 
may not ‘even be skin-deep, he and 
ambitions may be swept away 
by 2 bloody war. but can any one 
predict with certainty what the cost 
would be and would such a war solve 
‘ourand Factoruat's problems, and not 
create others, still more dificult for 
lus to solve?’

first place for not understanding 
Japan's bighminded and noble aims in 
‘ereating this new order, which they 
would have us believe’ is for the 
peace and prosperity of the Orient 
ind the betterment of the lot of the 
“Asiaties generally, and in the second 
for not standing ‘aside and allowing 
Japan a free and, untrammelled hand 
invattaining her objective. 

‘For tho moment singling out Great 
Britain for attack, because Great Bri- 
{ain Is admittedly the most powerful 
Western country represented in the 
Far East and hos the biggest interests 
here, Japan has Taunched a. bitter 
campaign against that country, adopt- 
ing every. means, fair and foul, but 
mostly foul, to destroy her prestige 
nd interests in China and elsewhere 
in this part of the world, » She has 
done things to British commercial 
fand industrial interests, as well 
British individuals in China, that, i¢ 
done to Japanese interests ‘and. ‘in- 
dividuals, would whip. the whole 
Japanese nation into a fury, 

It is strange that the Japanese 
should imagine that their blatant 
hypocrisy and: their real intentions of 
‘enslaving thelr fellow Asiatics and 
‘riving out all Western interests and 
influences from East Asia are not 
perfectly obvious to the Western 
Powers, including even her partners, 
Germany and Italy. ‘The two latter 
countries, as a temporary expedient 
and in order to further their own 
‘aims in dominating Europe, are tend- 
Ing thelr moral support to Japan 
with more than a hint that they 
would give physical support too if it 
came to a resort to arms belween 
Japan and Great Britain. But they 
feannot be unaware of the fact that, 
fonee Japan gained the ascendancy. 
in the Far East, they would be barred 
from this region just as much as 
Great Britain, France, the United 
States and other Western Democrac- 
es. For Japan is a treacherous ally, 
fs Great Britain has discovered when 
hher hands were full with the Great 
War in Europe and Japan seized the 
‘opportunity to begin the undermining 
‘of British: Interests in China came 
Into the Great War, not to aid her 
allies, but in the Hopes of being able 
to grab and keep a large part of 
China; and it was ot this time that 
she presented her iniquitous Twenty- 
one Demands to. Yuan Shih-kai in 
Poking, which would have given her 
the virtual economic, “financial and 
political domination of China to the 
reat detriment of the interests of 
Great Britain and France, her allies. 

‘At the Washington Conferenee in 
1922 Japan was frustrated in hor 
‘object of dominating China, and 
Groat Britain abandoned her former 
aillianeo with Japan when a new 
treaty was signed by nine Powers, in- 
cluding Japan, for the maintenance 
‘ind preservation of China's sover- 
ceignty, which Japan had been plotting 
to violate and destroy. And because 
oof this Japan has ever since hated 
Great Britain 

‘That in a nutshell is the real situa 
Mion in East Asia. 

Because they can only see their 
own view point, it is useless to ap- 
eal to the Japanese to realize and 
appreciate that Great Britain cannot 
uive way to Japan's aggression in 
East “Asia without a fight. Japan's 
attitude is utterly unreasonable, What 
it amounts to is a demand that Great 
Britain and other Western Powers 
should sland aside and lot Japan take 
everything that is theirs.” That this 
is what Japan would do it the West. 
ern Powers stood aside ahd allowed 
her a, free hand is amply proved. by 
Japan's actions in Manchuria, which, 
to their eternal shame, the Western 
Powers which wore signatories to the 
Nine Power Treaty allowed Japan to 
retain after she had violated that 
treaty by forcibly occupying that 
country ‘and taking it away. from 
China, Having occupied » Manchuria, 
Japan immediately commenced driv: 
ing all“ Western commercial and 
dustrial enterprises out of the coun- 
try, subsequently elosing Manchuria's 
doors to them. And that is exaclly 
What Japan intends, In fact is now 
attempting, to do in Chins 

And because Great Britain, France 
and the United States do not intend 
to allow Japan to do this, they’ are 
considered as Japan's enemies. But, 
knowing that she cannot tackl 
Ahree of these Western Power: 
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4 lesser extent France, while 


she 
is trying to bamboozle the United 
States into keeping out of the strug- 
‘gle until these two countries “have 


Been eliminated. ‘Then would come | 
America’s turn. ‘The United States

“Japan's technique’ in establishing 
[what she claims are indigenous Cove 
fernments in the countries she oceup- 
fes by force of arms deceives nobody, 
The Governments, she sets tp a 
uppet Governments. Governments 
Invname ‘only, for she completely 
dominates and controls them. She 
finds 'men, ‘who for. thelr own ad- 
Vaneement are” willing to play the 
ole of traitor to" thele own” people 
fand, countries, and sets them ‘up'o= 
{he puppet heads of these countries. 

‘Now Japan is voelferously demand- 
{ing the return to China of the foreign 
settlements and concessions, attempt 
ing to work up the feelings of the 
Chinese over the alleged injustice of 
the existence of such settlements ond 
concessions in Chino, although she 
forseif was formerly “one of the 
staunchest supporters of such settle~ 
ments and concessions. in 1032. she 
factually’ waged a, devastating war on 
China in'the ‘Shinghat area’ because 
she alleged that the Shanghat Interna: 
tional Settlement was threatened ‘by 
the Chinese. "Not only 9, but after 
peace had been restored, she strongly 
‘dvoealed a scheme to take the whole 
fot the country surrounding Shonghal 
into'a new concession or settlement 
area to be kriown as Greater Shang 
hat To this scheme Great Britain, 
tho’ United States and France refused 
{o agree, Instead allowing a. Chinese 
controlled Greater’ Shanghal to eon 
tinue in the areas surrounding “the 
International Settlement and French 
Concession.” Yet Japan, who acted 
thus in 1032, today demands the re- 
{um ot forelgn settements and’ con- 
sessions to" China, Why? “Beeause 
that return would be, not to the Teal 
Government of China, but “to the 
Duppet regimes Japan’ has set ‘up in 
‘Nanking and Peking, which would 
mean that they would ‘come under 
Japanese’ domination and control, 

There is another phase of Jopan's 
hypocrisy, obluseness and muni 
ance which may” here’ be’ noted, 
Japan is demanding that the foreign 
Sattlements and concessions should tee 
‘ain strictly neutral in regard to the 
Undeclared war she 1s waging against 
{he ‘legitimate. Chinese Government 
Yet at the same time she’ demands 
{he cooperation of the authority in 
{tose settlements and’ concessions in 
hounding out and suppressing any 
Chinas elements favourable to thle 

wn legitimate Government. In Tien 
{sin she is demanding the handing 
over of large quantities of silver Bue 
lion Belonging'to the legitimate Gov. 
ernment of China.. Is that what neu. 
ality’ means’? “Apparently: Japan's 
{doa “ot neutrality is that. neutral 
Powers should refuse any help to her 
enamies: while they” accord her the 
fullest cooperation, 

Finding “Great Britain the ehiet 
stumbling block In. her ‘nefarious 
schemes in China and the Far Bast, 
Japan is now engaged in organizing 
‘and. fomentig ~ anti-British de 
‘monstrations throughout the part of 
China she has occupied. ‘Her agents 
fre etually paying disreputable ele. 
ments amongst the Chinese to. sta 
these’ “demonstrations, while ‘her 
statesmen and heWwspapers. announce 
to. the world ‘that they are "spone 
taneous ‘and beyond her control, 
Does Japan imagine that she deceives 
anybody by these transparent irks? 

‘And, a3 negotiations with Gréat 
Britain are pending in Tokyo, Japan- 
se statesmen and party leade's under 
the domination of her miitarsts, are 
organizing and fomenting anti-British 
demonstrations in Japan. i that docs 
hot expose the true duplicity’ ‘and 
Knavery of the Japanese, sothing wil. 

"The real Yellow Peril is now show- 
Jpg itself in no uncertain way. When 
Kaiser Wilhelm II bid German troops 
God speed on’ their mission, to. help 
suppress the Boxer outbreak in China 
in’ 1000 he. referred to the ‘Yellow 
Peril, meaning the Chisese, that they 
‘Were going to fight. But the Chinese 
lot themselves, as all” competent 
Western observers have testited, 
‘Would never constitute a peril to the 
rest of the world. ‘They are far too 
peace-loving ond tolerant, ‘Buty mas- 
{ered by the Japanese, turned into 
Soldiers, organized. ond regimented 
{or war, China's man power and eco- 
omic iesourees "would indeed be- 
‘come’ a formidable threat to. the 
Whole of mankind. And this is exact- 
Jy what Japan plans to do with Chiea 
and the Chinese when she has sub- 
Sugated them. 















































‘The fact is Japan, by hook or by 
‘crook, is determined to carry out the 
‘compicte conquest and domination of

Note Issue Urged

Sum—Since the outbreak of the 
present war, the price of copper has 
been steadily increased owing to the 
urgent requirements by” munition 
Industries, The local illicit elements 
‘who are tempted by the heavy profit 
in selling coppers abroad have secret 
ly and. successively collected the 
coppers from the market and smu 
gled them out of this port, ‘The out- 

















flow of copper is large in quantity 
‘and as no means can be applied to 
stop it, the shortage of coppers be- 


comes more seriote day by day, now 
they have completely disappeared 
from eirewlation in the market, 
Coppers are the chief means of ex- 
[change, without which the community 
fs sulfering a great deal of incon- 
venience. “Many shops take this op- 
porlunity of increasing the prices of 
thelr commodities asa prelext for 
avoiding the annoyance of giving 
‘small change; but most of the small 
shops as well as the pediars, whose 
business is generally limited to small 
are unable to follow suit 














stamps to meet the urgent require- 
ments, This method has proved to 
‘be somewhat effective, but owing to 
the stamps which are easily dirtied 
‘and also’ too thin for the transae~ 
tions in which they are used, they 
fare, not sullable substitutes for 
coppers. 

Apart from the stamps, the local 
‘Bus Company and the ‘Tram Com- 
pany have lasued thelr tokens and 
coupons respectively for temporary 
use instead of small coins; but this 
is restricted only for the use of pos- 
sengers, they cannot be used in other 
respects, s0 it Jacks the value of eir- 
culation. 

‘With ‘a view of solving the pre- 
sent abnormal problem, I hope 

ral Bank of China will avail 
self at this juncture to issue one- 
‘cont, two-cent and five-cent notes for 
the benefit of daily transactions. The 
Ministry of Finance of the Chung- 
king Government, so far as I know, 
hhas recently ordered that Bank to 
Issue these notes. I expect this a¢ 
‘tion will be immediately carried out 
‘without further delay, beeause the 
poor people have been hit hardly 
from ‘the feesent copper shortage ; 
the sooner the notes are issued, the 
less the people will suffer.

Sowenpy does not know all about 
Hares and that there are many ex- 
ceptions to the rules he has learnt 
by experience. 1 will go further and 
suggest that nobody knows all about 
Hares which are among the most 
tricksy animals extant, 

(Tam convinced that Mr. 
Ricitanssox does not realize the many 
differences between the Brown Hares 
which he claims to have studied in 
Scotland and the small Hares of 
China: I have never seen any of 
the Iaiter behave in the manner he 
describes. 

‘An interesting sidelight on this sub- 
ject has come to my notice: in March 
last T mentioned the old country be- 
Vet that Hares put each of their 
leverets in a soparate form; a little 
time after I wrote this I saw a photo- 
graph in an English paper showing 
five leverets in one form: I explain- 
ed this to myself by assuming that 
the mother hare, having dropped her 
leverets in one form. would sub- 
sequently divide them. And now for 
the sequel, In the June number of 
*Game_and Gun” (London) there is 
an article on The Brown Hare which 
Says, “there is a lot to learn about 
‘a hare” and states among other things, 
“nt is now generally agreed that the 
number of levere's is usually five, 
‘and the doe disposes of her progeny 
in two or three separate breeding 
forms which she visits regularly... 
this distribution of the young woul 
appear to account for the divergence 
‘of opinion .... and seems to me to 
bring a number of writers into agree 
ment.” All of which goes to show 
that wide divergence of opinion has 
always existed even’ among those 
having the most expert knowledge of 
hares. 

‘Anyhow, it's all very good fun and 
the general position about my Hare 
appears. to be as follows: Mn. 
Sowenny says that Mr, WILKINSON is 
‘wrong; Mr. RICHARDSON says that 
both Me. Sowenny and Mn. WLKTHSON 
fare ‘wrong: Mf.

‘Shanghai, July 16, 
Formerly a clerk employed by the 
Shanghai Cas Co. Lid, Henry Cyril 
Davies, a 43-year-old British Eurasian, 
made his frst gppearance in 12. 
Police Court yesterday morning £0 
‘answer charges of having made oF 
concurred in making. several faze 
‘entries in the company's ledgers with 
Intent. to. defraud. 

Davies, it will be recalled, was 
arrested by the Japanese authorities 
In Dairen, where he was found living 
in a small inn. An escort was later 
‘despatched from Sbanghai to bring 
[him back to the elty where he arrived 
‘on Friday. 

"This was revealed yesterday by 
Det-Sub-Insp, ‘Thomas ‘Elders of the 
Shanghai Municipal Police, attached 
to Lowza Station, who told Mr, C. H. 
Haines, H. M. Registrar, that Davies 
‘wag met by him at the DICK, Wharf 
in Yangtzsepoo Road at 7.30 pm. on 
uly 14, 

"T informed him that 1 was a 
police “officer and that I held a 
Warrant for his arrest, issued by the 
Tegistrar of HM. Supreme Court,” 
Sub-Insp. Elders continued, “and, ‘I 
ten read the warrant out to him.” 

“Atter being cautioned Davies ‘re- 
plied, "I ask as a special Yavour that 
1 be ‘allowed to see my family.” Wit 
ness then conveyed him to Chengt 
Road Police Station, where he was 
confined. 

‘There were three charges read out 
against Davies. The first was that on 
or about September 3, 1088, at Shang- 
hat, being a clerk or servant of the 
Shanghai Ges Co, Ltd, with intent 
to defraud, made or concurred in 
making a false entry in an agcount 
ook, to wit a ledger, belonging to 
the Shanghai Gas Co. Ltd, his em- 
ployers, purporting to’ shew that be- 
{ween Abgust 2, 1098, and August 31, 
1998 the sum of $694.09 had been paid 
by sundry debtors to the sald Shang- 
hai Gas Co,, contrary to Section 1 of 
the Falsifcation of Accounts Act of 
1875, 

‘The second charge was that on or 
about November 3, 1988 he made or 
concurred in making a false entry 
purporting to” show that between 
‘October 1,-3038 and October 31, 1038, 
the sum 6f $546.58 had been paid by 
sundry debtors. On the third count 
he was charged with altering or 
concurring to. alter on or about 
‘August 11, 1988 an account book, a 
‘material particular, that is to say a 
Feceipt on the said day of $751.80. 

‘Appearing on behalf of the SMC. 
who are. prosecuting the case, Mr. P, 
Watkin Williams asked for permis 
sion to make his opening speech at 
the next hearing. ‘This was granted. 
Mr, "REC. Master appeared ‘on. be- 
hhalt of the Shanghai Gas. Co. 

"At this point Mr. Haines explained 
to Davies ‘that this’ was a case where 
hhe must take depositions. It was a 
preliminary examination and. he 
would not be asked to plead, After

A verdiey of murder, committed by 
person or persons ‘unknown, was 
relumed by Mr. C. H. Haines, H. M, 
Coroner, yesterday when the inquest 
Into the “eircumstanees surrounding 
the death of Mrs, Laura Elizabeth B, 
Freeman, the 7% year-old-owner of 
‘The Palms, an apartment house ot 
211 Avenue Haig, was concluded. Mrs, 
Freeman was discovered lying dead 
in her bedroom, on June 24, her arms 
and legs having been bound, while 
all drawers and cupboards in. the 
room had been ransacked. 

First witness to give evidence was 
‘Sub-Insp. John Gioulis of the French 
Municipal Police, Identification Bu- 
Feau, who identified several photo- 
graphs taken by him at the house 
following Mrs. Freeman's’ death, Mrs. 
Freeman's amah, Lu  ‘Tsong-tseng, 
followed and told the Coroner that 
she had been engaged by her mistress 





‘On June’ 23, she stated, she left 
the Mat at about 9.15 pm, leaving 





Mrs, Freeman with two foreigners, 
woman and. a man. She had never 
‘ten them in the fat before. At about 
630 am, on June 24 she went back to 
MBs. Freeman's flat Dut could. not 
get in, After knocking at both the 
front and back doors she went down 
stairs to see the boy in Flat 2, who!

Freeman walking outside her fat, 

"Witness then went upstairs and

She told, the Coroner that at about 
6pm. on June 29 she went up to Mze. 
‘Freeman's flat, but did not go Snside. 
Botween 10 and 11 jam. she went 10 
bed. and, ‘soon afterwards, was 
awakened ‘by her dog barking. “On 
‘opening the door. she found, Ms. 
Freeman outside. “She asked me if 
she might come in," Mrs. Bruce, con- 
tinued, “and T agreed. She was very 
excited and frightened, "She wat ai 
ways frightened. Mrs. Freeman told 
‘me that she was frightened for her 
Tife, She belleved that people were: 
persecuting her.” One of airs. Free-

Deen a Mrs, Seltz, witness was in- 
formed, and’ srs. Freeman seemed to 
bbe rather upset afler her” visitors” 
departure. 

‘Witness accompanied Mrs. Freem 
fo her flat and. at-midnight again 
fneard the dog barking. and. so she 
Went downstairs. but found nothing.

[man's room she knocked the door but 
fot no answer and s0 she 
ome scissors which, with the belp 
of Mrs. Flynn, she cut’ the mosquito 
fretting on the door and entered. 

“T went stzaight towards the couch, 
where Mrs. Freeman slept” said Air, 
Bruce, “and T saw that the room Was 
disturbed and everything upset. I

man's face t0 see if she was alive 
Jand I could see that her legs were 
ed, her underwear being exposed to 
hher waist. T'sow that she wos dead

4n danger and put it down to imagina- 
tion. “Mrs, Freeman told her that she 
had been in fear for ten years. 

Mrs. Roma Koller, occupant of 
Apartment 8, told the Coroner that 
fon the morning of June 24 at about 
230 am. she got up as her mother 
was sick. She attended her and re- 
turned to bed. “At 3am. she heard 
‘the spunds of running and erying and 
thought that her mother had uttered 
the sounds but was informed by her 
‘that the sounds must have come from 
somewhere in the house. 

After hearing running on the stairs 
Jagain, she went to the window with 
her husband and saw three Chinese 
men running towards the street en- 
trance, She noticed that two of them 
had white shirts and black trousers.

-'THE ROYAL VISIT 
By Ssmusowtan 


Looking back on the Royal tour, what have 
been its results? The chief result has been 
upon the Canadian public and not upon the 
‘American, It has given Canada a new sense 
of unity. French-speaking Canadians from 
‘Quebec, foreign-born Canadians of the Mid- 
‘die. West, the very English Canadians of 
British Columbia were united in their feeling 
towards the King and Queen of Canada. Even 
those Canadians most distrustful of the 
Imperial connection had to admit that from 
the purely narrow viewpoint of the Canadian 
nation the King and Queen had done a good 
Job and had proved an asset, 

‘This new feeling of the usefulness of the 
Crown from the purely domestic Canadian 
point of view cannot altogether be dissociated 
from the feeling towards the Crown as the 
symbol of unity among the various nations 
‘of the Empire. Some of the “anti-royalist” 
prejudice formerly felt in the United States, 
owing to old-fashioned methods of teaching 
history and the feeling that anything which 
did not exist in America must ipso facto be 
undemocratic, had penetrated into Canada. 
‘This was swept away at the first view of tho 
King and Queen, and the way was cleared 
for the realization that the Crown was just 
‘as much the symbol of Canadian unity as it 
‘was the symbol of the Imperial connection. 

From the point of view of Canada it was 
very fortunate that some efforts made in 
America to make the Royal trip a failure 
‘were not successful, for if they had been a 
barrier would have existed between the two 
English speaking nations of the North Ameri~ 
@an continent. The fact that Americans 
now share thelr northern neighbour's view 
of the King and Queen is a new bond be- 
tween them, Canadians were pleased with 
the welcome given in Washington and New 
‘York, and they were honoured that the King 
had crossed the border in a sense as "King 
of Canada” with the Canadian Prime Minis~ 
ter in attendance and no member of the 
British Government anywhere in evidence, 

From the point of view of Anglo-American 
relations the visit will have long-range re- 
sults, but will make no change in immediate 
‘American policy. Tt is obviously an advan~ 
tage that the British Crown should be popular 
and helps to create a more friendly senti- 
ment, but sentiment can be kept in water 
tight’ compartments and not allowed to {1 
ternational business. ‘The result of the visit 
‘on American opinion might be looked at Jn 
this way. Everybody is influenced in their 
{eeling for some foreign country by the in 
dividual members ‘of that country who are 
known to them personally. 

If they have met with kindness from the 
nationals of any country they will probably 
like that country; if they have met with 
coldness they will consider all members of 
the country similar and feel unfriendly to- 
wards it, Americans now feel that they 
know personally an extremely attractive and 
representative British couple, and thelr affec~ 
tionate regard for the King’ and Queen will 
make them look with kindlier eyes upon the 
British nation as a whole. But this does not 
mean that there will be a stampede to re- 
‘east the neutrality legislation or revise the 
War-dobts, though Senator Byrnes did declare 
after the ‘King and Queen had visited the 
Capitol that it was as well the Senate did 
hot meet again that day since the magic of 
the Queen's eyes and smile might have led 
to the debt being cancelled. 

In a more general sense the Royal visit 
emphasized the already existing friendship 
between the two English speaking nations. 
‘The treatment given the event in the German 
ress ‘was proof that this aspect of the trip 
was of some merit. An effort was made 
to prove the welcome lacking in sincerity. 
dignity or tact. ‘The fact that the King and 
Queen were entertained by negro singers 
Was considered worthy of prime attention 
while the fact that Vice-President Garner 
slapped the King on the back was described 
as one of the indignities which the Royal 
couple were forced to endure in the land of 
the Barbarians. ‘The “hot dog” pienic at the 
President's country home also aroused merri- 
ment, one Italian paper explaining that this 
lypieal American delicacy was made out of 
buffalo meat, It was evident that the Ger- 
‘mans disliked the visit; if they had not done 
0 they would not have taken such pains to 
misrepresent it. And if they disliked it they 
‘must have been impressed by it. 

Frequently when Britain has to consider 
the effect of some course of action upon 
American opinion, all that is open to her 
's a choice of the particular grounds upon 
Which she would prefer to be criticized. This 
general observation seemed at first to be 
true of the Royal visit. If the King and 
‘Queen had erossed Canada from the Atlantie

ness was probably worse than criticism for 
overzealous efforts to entrap the United 
States into some Species of alliance, so those 
responsible wisely decided to risk the latter 
criticism.

to make one of the strong anti-dictator state~ 
ments which have been frequent in the past. 
But these are in the minority. The majority 
look upon the King and Queen's visit as the 
visit of good neighbours, and having seen 
them at close quarters ‘ond under close 
scrutiny have. decided that they are better 
neighbours than they had imagined.
